Cur Blessed Lord appeared to him many times and told him how America would suffer because of 
Communism, Fifteen attempts were made on his life and he was saved each time by miracluous in¬ 
tervention each time. In his words he warned us "of the great wars and all their consequences, the 
Communism that would be the culmination of the great judgements of God which are going to fall up¬ 
on the world, H He died with the name of America on his lips* There were hundreds of nuns and 
priests killed in Spain with the help of the Abraham Lincoln Brigade from the United States, It re¬ 
quires email imagination to note a relation between the outrageous slaughter of Saint Anthony's mod¬ 
ern-day sons by the Spanish Reds during the most recent of chat nation’s civil war^ and the fact, too 
little appreciated, that the single European country ever to have fallen beneath the Russian heel there 
after granted the will and strength to drive the archenemy of Jesus Christ back across its borders, 
is Spain, homeland of Saint Anthony Claret, Because he was so great a foe of Communism, many of 
us are asking this Saint to assist Mr. Kennedy and guide him, but most of all, we are asking that Mr.

It 
is in opposition both to reason and to Divine Revelation, It subverts the social order, because 
it means the destruction of its foundations; because it ignores the true origin and purpose of 
the State; because it denies the rights, dignity and liberty of human personality/ 

"The ?op& condemns the Communists who ’change their tactics, 1 ’entice multitudes by 
trickery,' 'practice hypocrisy,' 'stir up class warfare which causes rivers of blood to flow/ 
'Communism, ’ he continues, 'robs man of liberty, despoils human personality, removes all 
restraint from human passion, . denies that man has natural rights, or that human life has 
any sacred or spiritual value, and spreads its. doctrine fcy means of a propaganda so truly 
diabolical that the world has perhaps never seen its like before/ 

"So the Holy Father continues, unto! toward the end he says, 'Communism is intrinsic- 
* ally wrong and NO ONE WHC WOULD SAVE CHRISTIAN CIVILIZATION MAY COLLABORATE 
WITH IT IN ANY UNDERTAKING WHATSOEVER / Italics~by Fath~er~GiTT:s^ ~ 

ther Giilis took a dim view of the United Nations, which Mr. Kennedy maintains is "our only hope 
peace, " a phrase coined by the internationalists* This infamous organiztion was designed to de¬ 
ny the United States from within which it is doing daily . It has become the headquarters for the 
mmunists and all other subversives* Every decision they have ever made was contrary to the 
e rican way of life, but you still hear dupes and subversives say, it is our only hope of peace, 
ce for what nation? Father Giilis stated in his book, "This Mysterious Human Nature, " 

. . shall we pretend to see no difficulty, no immorality in sitting down with those who 
deny God altogether? What part hath Christ with BellaT What part hath God with anti-God. 

If we do sit down to negotiate, shall we proceed without reference to our God and our reli¬ 
gion" Must we pretend to believe that deference to God is an impertinence in negotiations 
that are to determine the future of the world and the fate of mankind!

To perform with religious fervor our duty to teach, implement 
and create true freedom as a way of life at home and abroad - for true freedom underlies human dig ¬ 
nity and is a holy state of life . . .

(i) No United States citizen shall be trans¬ 
ported out of his State on charges of mental 
illness or mental deficiency OF ANY KIND 
unless it be to the state of his legal residence. 

Emmeration of the foregoing rights shall 
not reprive a person accused of mental illness 
or deficiency of any other rights that he may 
have at law or in equity/*

The organism of Earth is an individual 
organism- Earth has as its organs the various 
races and nations of men. Where one of these is 
permitted to remain disaffected. Earth itself is 
threatened with death- The threatened rebellion of 
one country, no matter how small, against the total 
organism of Earth, would find Earth sick, and the 
cultural state of man to suffer inconsequence.

The constitution of Man as an individual body,* 
or the constitution of a State or a portion of the' 
State as a political organism are analogous* It is^ 
the mission of Psychopolitics first to align the 
obedience and goals of the group, and then main-] 
tain their alignment by the eradication of the ef-j 
feetiveness of the persons and personalities which 
might swerve the group toward disaffection. In 
our nation, where things ere better managed and 
where reason reigns above all else, it is not diffi-j 
cult to eradicate the selfwilled -bacteria which might- 
attack one of our political entities.

Russian State does not yet have power, it is not a?l 
feasible to remove the entire self-willed individual. I

In a nation where economic balances are not 
controlled, the appetite of the individual is unduly 
whetted ’by enchanting the fanciful persuasions to 
desire, and a type of insanity ensues, where each:' 
individual is persuaded to possess more than he 
can use, and to possess it even at the expense of his 
fellows. 

There is, in economic balances, the other side. 
The great and too long privation can bring about 
unhealthy desires, which, in themselves, accumu¬ 
late if left alone, more than the individual can use. 
Poverty, itself, as carefully cultivated In Capital¬ 
istic States, can bring about an imbalance of ac¬ 
quisition. Just as a vacuum will pull into it mass¬ 
es, in a country where enforced privation upon the 
masses is permitted, and where desire is artifically 
whetted, need turns to greed, and one easily dis¬ 
covers in such states exploitation of the many for 
the benefit of the few. 

If one, by the technologies of Psychopolitics, 
were to dull this excessive greed in the few who 
possess it, the worker would be freed to seek e 
more natural balance.

A continuous hope for prosperity must be in¬ 
doctrinated into the masses with many dreams and 
visions of glut of commodity and this hope must 
be counterplayed against the actuality of privation 
and the continuous threat of loss of all economic 
factors in case of disloyalty to the State in order 
to suppress the individual wills of the masses/ 

In a nation under conquest SUCH AS AMERI¬ 
CA, our slow and stealthy approach need take ad¬ 
vantage only of the cycles of booms and depres¬ 
sions inherent in Capitalistic nations in order to 
assert of more and more strong control over in¬ 
dividual wills., A boom is as advantageous as a 
depression for our ends for during prosperity our 
propaganda lines must only continue to point up 
the wealth the period is delivering to the selected 
few to divorce their control of the state. During 
a depression one must only point out that it en¬ 
sued as a result of the avarice of a few and the 
general political incompetence of the national 
leaders. 

The masses must at last come to believe that 
only excessive taxation of the rich can relieve them 
of the “burdensome leisure class” and can thus he 
brought to accept such a thing as INCOME TAX, 
a marxist principle smoothly slid into Capitalistic 
framework in 1909 in the United States* This even 
though the basic law of the United States forbade 
it and even though Communism at that time had 
been active only a few years in America* Such suc¬ 
cess as the Income Tax law, had it been followed 
thoroughly, could have brought the United States 
and not Russia into the world scene as the first j 
Communist nation. But the virility and good sense 
of the Russian peoples won. It may not be thatj 
the United States will become entirely Communist] 
until past the middle of the century, but when it * 
does it will be because of our superior understand- \ 
ing of economics and of psychopolitics.

Planted beside a country’s powerful persons the 
psychopolitician can also guide other policies to 
the betterment of our battle. 

The Capitalist does not know the definition 
of war. He thinks of war as attack with force 
performed by soldiers and machines. He does not 
know that a more effective if somewhat longer war 
can be fought with BREAD or, in our case, WITH 
DRUGS and the wisdom of our art. The Capital¬ 
ist has never won a war in truth. The psychopolt* 
tician is having little trouble winning this one. 

CHAPTER IV 

STATE GOALS FOR THE 
INDIVIDUAL AND THE MASSES 

Just as we would discover an individual to be 
ill, Whose organs, each one, had a different goal 
from the rest, so we discover the individuals and 
the State to be ill where goals are not rigorously 
codified and enforced. _ " .;w:-;3s 

There are those who, in less enlightened times,' * "J 
gave Man to believe that goals should be person 
ally sought and held, and that, indeed,^ Man’s 
tire impulse toward higher things stemmed ^rom 
Freedom. We must j remember that same

- goals proceed from duress. Life is a con* 
Unuous escape. Without force and threat there 
can he no striving. Without pain there can be no 
ijp- escape from pain. Without toe threat of punish* 
: men! there can be no gain. Without rigorous and 
\_r forthright control, there can be no accomplished 
■ goals for the State. . *■:" 

Goals of the State should be formulated by the 
State for the obedience and concurrence of the in* 
T - dividuals ^within that State. A state without goals 
so formulated is a sick. State. A State without 
the power and forthright wish to enforce its goals 
i is a sick State. 

When an order is issued by the Communist 
State, and is not obeyed, a sickness will be dis¬ 
covered to ensue. Where obedience fails, the 
masses suffer. 

State goals depend upon loyalty and obedience 
for their accomplishment. When one discovers a 
State goal to be interpreted, one discovers inevi¬ 
tably that there has been an interposition of self- 
willedness, of greed, of idleness, or of rugged in¬ 
dividualism and self-centered initiative, the in¬ 
terruption of a State goal will be discovered as 
having been interrupted by a person whose dis¬ 
loyalty and disobedience is the direct result of his 
own mis-alignmenl with life. 

It is not always necessary to remove the in¬ 
dividual. It is possible to remove his self-willed 
tendencies to the improvement of the goals and 
gains of the whole. The technologies of Psycho¬ 
politics are graduated upon the scale which starts 
somewhat above the removal of the individual him¬ 
self, upward toward the removal only of those 
tendencies which bring about his lack of coopera¬ 
tion. 

It is not enough for the State to have goals. 
These goals, once put forward, depend for their 
completion upon the loyalty and obedience of the 
workers. There, engaged for their completion. 
upon the loyalty and obedience of the workers, 1 
These engaged for the most part in bard labors, 
have little time for idle speculation, which is good. 
But, above them, unfortunately, there must be fore¬ 
men of one or another position, any one of whom 
might have sufficient idleness and lack of physical] 
occupation to cause some disaffecting independen¬ 
cy in his conduct and behaviour, 3

AN EXAMINATION OF LOYALTIES 1 


































If loyalty is so important in the economic and; 
social structure, it is necessary to examine it further _ 
as itself. 1 ■- v y 

In the field of psychopolitics, loyalty', means 
simply alignment. It means, more fully, alignment 
with the goals of the Communist State. Disloyalty 
means entirely mis-alignment, and more broadly,; 
misalignment with the goals of the Communist 
State. . , * 

When we consider that the goals of the Com* 
mu nisi State are to the best possible benefit of the 
masses, *we can see that disloyalty, as a term, can 
embrace Democratic alignment Loyalty to persons 
not comnmnistically indoctrinated would he quite 
plainly a mis-alignment 

The cure of disloyalty is entirely contained in 
the principles of alignment AH that it is neces¬ 
sary to do, where disloyalty is encountered, is to 
align the purposes of the individual toward the 
goals of Communism, and it will be discovered that 
a great many circumstances hitherto distasteful* in 
his existence will cease to exist. 

A heart, or a kidney in rebellion against the 
remainder of the organism is being disloyal to the 
remainder of the organism. To cure that heart 
or kidney it is actually only necessary to bring its 
activities into alignment with the remainder of the 
body. 

The technologies of Psych ©politics adequately 
demonstrate the workability of this. Mild shock 
of the electric variety can, and does, produce the 
re-cooperation of a rebellious body organ. It is 
the shock and punishment of surgery which, in the 
main, accomplishes the re-alignment of a disaffect* 
ed portion of the body, rather than the surgery 
itself* It is the bombardment of X-Rays, rather 
than the therapeutic value of X-Rays which causes 
some disaffected organ to once again turn its atten¬ 
tion to the support of the general organism* 

While it is not borne out that electric shock 
has any therapeutic value, so far as making the 
individual more sane, it is adequately brought out 
that its PUNISHMENT VALUE will create m the 
patient a greater cooperative attitude. Brain sur¬ 
gery has no statistical data to recommend it beyond 
its removal of tbe»individual personality from 
amongst the paths of organs, which were not per¬ 
mitted to cooperate. These two Russian develop¬ 
ments have never pretended to alter the state of 
sanity. They are only effective and workable in* 
introducing an adequate punishment mechanism, to. 
the personality*to make it cease and desist from: 
its courses and egotistical direction of the anatomy; 
itself. It is useful in siibduing the recalcitrant;

'■ The changing of loyalty consists, in its primary 
f|?V .' step, of die eradication of existing loyalties. This 
can be done in one of two ways* First, by demon-" 
> * strating that previously existing loyalties “have 
brought about perilous physical circumstances, 
such as imprisonment, lack of recognition, duress, 
of privation, and second, by eradicating the per¬ 
sonality itself* 

The first is accomplished by a steady and con¬ 
tinuous indoctrination of the individual in the be¬ 
lief that his previous loyalties have been granted 
to an unworthy source* One. of the primary in¬ 
stances in this is creating circumstances which ap¬ 
parently derive from the target of his loyalties, so 
as to rebuff the individual. As part of this there 
is the creation of a state of mind in the individual, 
by actually placing him under duress, and then 
furnishing him with false evidence to demonstrate 
that the target of his previous loyalties is, itself, the 
course of the duress. Another portion of this same 
method consists of defaming or degrading the in¬ 
dividual whose loyalties are to be .changed to the 
target of his loyalties, i.e., superiors or government, 
to such a degree that this target, at length, actually 
does hold the individual in disrepute, and so does 
rebuff him and serve to convince Mm that his loyal¬ 
ties have been misplaced* These are the milder 
methods, but have proven extremely effective* The 
, greatest drawback in their practice is that they re¬ 
quire time and concentration, the manufacture of 
false evidence, and a psychopolitical operator’s 
time* +

strates that they easily grant loyalty to a foreman 
or a woman, and then as easily abandon it and sub* 
stitute another individual, revulsing, at the same 
time, toward the person to whom loyalty was pri¬ 
marily granted. The queasy insecurity of the mass¬ 
es in Capitalistic nations finds this more common 
than in an enlightened State such as Russia. In 
Capitalistic .states, dependencies are so craven, 
wants and privations are so exaggerated, that loyal¬ 
ty is entirely without ethical foundation and exists 
only in the realm of dependency, duress, or de¬ 
mand. 

It is fortunate that Communism so truly ap¬ 
proaches an ideal state of mind, for this brings a 
certain easiness into any changing of loyalties, 
since all other philosophies extant and practiced 
on Earth today are degrading and debased, com¬ 
pared to Communism. It is then with a certain 
security that a psycho political operator functions, 
for he knows that he can change the loyalty of an 
individual to a more ideal level by reason alone, 
and only expediency makes it necessary to employ 
the various shifts of psych op olitical technology. 

Any man who cannot be persuaded into Commun¬ 
ist rationale is, of course, to be regarded as some¬ 
what less than sane and it is, therefore, completely 
justified to use the techniques of insanity upon the 
non-Communist. 

In order to change loyalty it is necessary to 
establish first the existing loyalties of the individ¬ 
ual, The task is made very simple in view <rf the 
fact that Capitalistic and Fascistic nations have no'^-Vr 
great security in the loyalty of their subjects. A*kL , 1 - ^ 
it may be found that the loyalties of the subjects, ^ 
as we call any person against whom psychopoliticaW^^ljj| 
technology is to be exertei^ are already too^fainf'^^^H 
to require eradication. It is generaUy-only ne^s-^ 
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regulated only by the importance of the subject, 
A-^f ^no great amount of time should be expended upon 
the' individuals but emotional duress, or electric 
"v_—..shock, or brain surgery should be resorted to, 
should Communist propaganda persuasion fail* In 
case of a very important person. It may be neces- 
'5^- 53 ry to utilize the more delicate technologies of 
Psychopolitics so as to place the person himself, 
and bis associates, in ignorance of the operation, 
t In this case a simple implantation is used, with a 
maximum duress and command value. Only the 
most skilled psycho political operator should be cm* 
ployed on such a project, as in this case of the 
^ very important person, for a bungling might dis¬ 
close the tampering with his mental processes. It 
is much more highly recommended, if there is any 
doubt whatever about the success of an operation 
against an important person, to select out as a psy¬ 
chopolitical target persons in his vicinity in whom 
he is emotionally involved. His wife or children 
normally furnish the best targets, and these can be 
operated against without restraint. In securing the 
loyalty of a very important person one must place 
at his side a constant pleader who enters a sexual 
of familiar chord into the situation on the side of 
Communism. It may not be necessary to make a 
Communist out of the wife, or the children, or one 
of the children, but it might prove efficacious to 
do so. In most instances, however, this is not 
possible. By the use of various drugs, it is, in 
this modern age, and well within the realm of 
psychopolitical reality, entirely too easy to bring 
about a state of severe neurosis or insanity in the 
wife or childen, and thus pass them, with full con¬ 
sent of the important person, and the government 
in which he exists, or the bureau in which he is 
operating, into the hands of a psycbopoliticatoper¬ 
ator, who then in his own laboratory, without re- 
straint or fear of investigation or censor, can, 
WITH ELECTRIC SHOCK, surgery, SEXUAL 
ATTACK, drugs, or other useful means, degrade 
or entirely alter the personality of a family mem- 
O'- her, and create in that person a psycho political 
slave subject, who, then, on command or signal, will 
- perform OUTRAGEOUS ACTIONS, thus discredit- 
g&V- jng the important persons, or will demand, on a 
|S^: : more delicate level, that certain measures be taken 
l|££by the important person, which measures are, of 
jgSt^otir&e, dictated by the psychopolitical operator.

When the loyalty of an -individual cannot be 
swerved, and where the opinion, - weight, or effec¬ 
tiveness of the individual stands firmly in the road 
of Communist goals, it vis usually best to occasion 
a mild neurosis in the person by any available 
means, and then, having carefully given him a 
history of mental imbalance, to see to it that he 
disposes of himself hy suicide. Psychopolitical 
operators have handled such situations skillfully 
tens of thousands of times and without Russia. 

It is a firm principle of Psychopolitics that 
the person to be destroyed must be involved at first 
or second hand in the stigma of insanity, and must 
have been placed in contact with psychopolitical 
operators or persons trained by them, with a maxi¬ 
mum amount erf turmult and publicity* The stigma 
of insanity is properly placed at the door of such 
persons* reputations and is held there firmly by 
bringing about irrational acts, either on his own 
part or in his vicinity. Such an activity can be 
classified as a partial destruction of alignment, and 
if this destruction is carried forward to its further- 
est extent the inis-aligmnent on new loyalties can 
be embarited upon safely* By bringing about in¬ 
sanity or suicide on the part of the wife of an 
important political personage, a sufficient mis¬ 
alignment has been instigated to change his atti¬ 
tude* And this, carried forward firmly, or assisted 
by psychopolitical implantation can begin the re¬ 
building of his loyalties, but now slanted in a more 
proper and fitting direction. 

Another reason for the alignment of psycho- 
political activities with the misalignment of in¬ 
sanity is that insanity, itself, is a despised and dis¬ 
graced state, and anything connected with it is 
lightly viewed. Thus, a psychopolitical operator, 
working in the vicinity of an insane person, can 
refute and disprove any accusations made against 
him by demostrating that the family itself is taint- - 
ed with mental imbalance. This is surprisingly 
effective in Capitalistic countries where insanity 
is so thoroughly feared that no one would dream 
of investigating any circumstances in its vicinity. 
Psychopolitical propaganda works constantly and 
must work constantly to increase and build up this 
aura of mystery surrounding insanity, and must 
emphasize the horribleness and hopelessness of in¬ 
sanity in order to excuse non-therapeutic actions 
taken against the insane. Particularly in Capital-' 
istic countries, an insane person has no rights under. . 
taw. No person who is insane may hoi if property. 
No person who is insane may testify. - Thus; we ;

The role of the psychopolitical operator jn this 
is very strong. He can from hi& position as an 
authority on the mind, advise all manner of des¬ 
tructive measures. He can teach the lack of con¬ 
trol of this child at home. He can instruct, in ar^ 
optimum situation, the entire nation in how to v 
handle children—and instruct them so that the 
children, given no control, given no real home, can 
run wildly about with no responsibility for their 
nation or themselves. 

The mis alignment of the loyalty of youth to 
a Capitalistic nation sets the proper stage for a 
realignment of their loyalties with Communism. 
Creating a greed for drugs, sexual misbehavior 
and uncontrolled freedom and presenting this to 
them as a benefit of Communism will with ease 
bring about our alignment. 

In the case of strong leaders amongst youthful 
groups, a psychopolitical operator can work in 
many ways to use or discard that leadership. If 
it is to he used, the character of- the girl or boy 
must be altered carefully into criminal channels 
and a control bv blackmail or other means must 
be maintained. But where the leadership is not 
susceptible, where it resists all persuasions and 
might 'become dangerous to our Cause, no pains 
must be spared to direct the attention of the au¬ 
thorities to that person an'd to harrass him in one 
way or another until be can come into the hands 
of juvenile authorities* When this has been effect¬ 
ed it can be hoped that a psychopolitical operator, 
by reason of child advisor status, can, in the 
security of the jail and cloaked by processes of 
law, destroy the sanity of that person. Particular¬ 
ly brilliant scholars, athletes and youth group 
leaders must be handled in either one of these two 
ways. 

In the matter of guiding the activities of juven¬

It is so synonymous in the human mind with

/ ed by those people the possession of force. 

1 Any organization which has the spirit and cour* 

age to display inhumanity, savageness, brutality, 
and an uncompromising lack of humanity, will be 
obeyed. Such a use of force, itself, is the essential 
ingredient of greatness. We have at hand no less 
an example than our great Communist leaders, who, 
in moments of duress and trial when raced by 
Czarist rule, continued over the heads of an en* 
slaved populace, yet displayed sufficient courage 
never to stay their hands in the execution of the 
conversion of the Russian State to Communist rule. 

If you would have obedience you must HAVE 
NO COMPROMISE WITH HUMANITY. If you 
would have obedience you must make it clearly 
understood that YOU HAVE NO MERCY. MAN 
IS AN ANIMAL He understands, in the final 
analysis, only those things WHICH A BRUTE UN- 
' DERSTANDS. 

As an example of this, we find an individual 
refusing to obey and being struck. His refusal to 
obey is now less vociferous. He is struck again, 
and his resistance is lessened once more. He is 
hammered and pounded again and again, until, 
at length, his only thought is direct and implicit 
obedience to that person from whom the force has 
emanated. This is a proven principle. It is 
proven because it is the main principle Man, the 
animal, has used since his earliest beginnings. It 
is the only principle which has been effective, the 
only principle which has brought about a wide and 
continued belief. For it is to our benefit that an 
.individual who is struck again, and again, and 
again from a certain source, will, at length, HYP- 
, - NOTICALLY BELIEVE ANYTHING HE IS TOLD 
£ ; BY THE SOURCE OF TOE BLOWS. 

The stupidity of Western civilizations is best 
demonstrated by the fact that they believe hypno* 
g£*tism is a thing of the min d, of attention, and a 
SjTdesire for unconsciousness. ' THIS IS NOT TRUE.

A psychopolitician should at all times insist that 
those treatments are therapeutic and necessary. He 
can, in all of his literature and His books, list large 
numbers of pretended cures by those means. But 
those “cures” need not actually produce any re¬ 
covery from a state of disturbance. As long as the 
psychopolitical operative or his dupes are the only 
authorities as to the difference between sanity and 
insanity, their word as to the therapeutic value of 
such treatment will be the final word. No layman 
would DARE adventure to place judgment upon 
the state of his family, as will be covered later, is 
already discredited by the occurrance of insanity 
in their midst. There must be no other adjudica¬ 
tors of insanity, otherwise it could be disclosed that 
the brutalities PRACTICED IN THE NAME OF 
TREATMENTS are not therapeutic, 

A psychopolitical operative has no interest in 
“therapeutic means” or “cures”. The greater num¬ 
ber of insane in the country where he is operating, 
the larger number of the populace will come un¬ 
der his view, and the greater will become his facili¬ 
ties. Because the problem is apparently mounting 
into uncontrollable heights he can more and more 
operate, in an atmosphere of emergency, which 
again excuses his use of such treatments as ELEC¬ 
TRIC SHOCK, THE PREFRONTAL LOBOTOMY* 
TRANS-ORBITAL LEUCOTOMY, AND OTHER 
OPERATIONS LONG SINCE PRACTICED IN 
RUSSIA ON POLITICAL PRISONERS. 

It is to the interest of the psychopolitical oper¬ 
ative that the possibility of curing the insane be 
r outlawed and ruled out at all times. For the sake 
of obedience on the part of the population and 
£■- ’ their general reaction, a level OF BRUTALITY 
MUST, AT ALL COSTS, BE MAINTAINED. Only 
this way'can the absolute judgment of the psy- 
ehopolitical operative as to the sanity or insanity 
rtf public figures be maintained in complete belief* 
Using'sufficient brutality upon their patients, the

Bringing about his state of mind on the part 
; i' of a populace and its leaders—that a psychopoliti- 
^; : cal operative MUST, AT ALL TIMES, BE BE- 
&C LIEVED—could eventually be attended by very 
good fortune. It is not too much to hope that 
psychopolitical operatives would then, in a country 
SUCH AS THE UNITED STATES, become the 
most intimate advisors to political figures, even to 
the point of advising THE ENTIRITY OF A POLI¬ 
TICAL PARTY AS TO ITS ACTIONS IN AN 
ELECTION. 

The long view is the important view. Belief is 
engendered by a certain amount of fear and terror 
from an authoritative level, and this will be follow¬ 
ed by obedience. 

The general propaganda which would best 
l' serve Psychopolitics would be continual insistence 
A- - that certain authoritative levels of healing, deemed 
this or that the correct treatment of insanity. These 
treatments roust always include a certain amount of 
P^UTALITY. Propaganda should continue and 
j^^*tress the rising incidence of insanity in a country. 
y^r^The entire field of human behaviors, for the bene- 
f*t of the country, can, at length, be broadened 
i^intojibnormal behaviour. Thus, anyone indulging

The com- -■ 
mand must, therefore, be implanted below the 
thinking processes of the subject to be influenced, 
and must react upon him in such a way as to 
bring no mental altertness on his part ' 

It is in the interest of Fsychopolitics that, a 
population be told that an hypnotized person WILL 
NOT DO ANYTHING AGAINST HIS WILL, will 
not commit immoral acts, and will not act so as to 
endanger himself. While this may be true of light, 
parlour hypnotism, it certainly is NOT TRUE of 
commands implanted with the use OF ELECTRIC 
SHOCK, DRUGS, OR HEAVY PUNISHMENT. 

It is counted upon completely that this will be dis¬ 
credited to the general public by psychopolitical 
operatives, for if it were to be generally known 
that individuals would obey commands harmful to 
themselves, and would commit immoral acts while 
under the influence of deep hypnotic commands, 
the actions of many people working unknowingly 
in favor of Commuism would be too well under¬ 
stood. People acting under deep hypnotic com¬ 
mands shoud be acting apparently OF THEIR 
OWN VOLITION and out of their own convictions. 

The entire subject of psychopolitical hypnosis. 
Psychopolitics in general, depends for its defense 
upon continuous protest from authoritative sources 
that such things are not possible. And, should any¬ 
one unmask a psychopolilieal operative, he should 
once declare the whole thing a physical impossibil¬ 
ity, and use his authoritative position to discount 
any accusation. Should any writtings of Psycho- 
politics come to view, it is only necessary to 
BRAND THEM A HOAX AND LAUGH THEM 
OUT OF COUNTENANCE Thus, psycbopolitical 
activities are easy to defend. 

When psychopolitical activities have reached 
a certain peak, from there on it is almost impos¬ 
sible to undo them, for the patient is already un¬ 
der the duress of obedience to the psycbopolitical 
operatives and their dupes. The ingredient of 
obedience is important, for the complete belief in 
the .psychopoliticlan renders his statement cancel-. J 
ling any challenge about psychopolitical operations tj 
irrefutable. The optimum circumstances would be 
[tif occupy every position which would be consulted ij 
Ky officials on any question or suspicion arising on 1 
Jthe sUbject of Psychopolitics. . Thus, a psychiatric^

Complete and implicit response can be gained 
only by stimuli sufficiently brutal to actually injure 
the organism. The Kossack method of breaking 
wild horses is a useful example. The horse will 
not restrain i*relf or take any of its rider’s com¬ 
mands, The rider, wishing to break it, mounts* 
and takes a flask of strong vodka, and smashes it 
between the horse’s ears. The horse, struck to its 
knees, its eves filled with alcohol* mistaking the 
dampness for blood, instantly and thereafter gives 
its attention to the rider and never needs further 
breaking. Difficulty in breaking horses is only 
o^cari^ed 'vhen light punishments are administer¬ 
ed* There is some mawkish sentimentality ahout 
“breaking the spirit,* 1 but what Is desired 'here is 
an obedient horse, and sufficient brutality brings 
about an obedient horse. 

The stimulus-response mechanisms of the body 
are such that the pain and the command subdivide

ygKGRADATION, SHOCK^AND^ENDURANCE- ? 

■M y Megraclation and conquest are companions, /v 
BSBl^prder' to/ be conquered, a/hation must be 






degraded, either by acts erf war, by being overrun, < 
by being forced into humiliating treaties of peace, 
or by the treatment of her populace tinder the 
armies of the conqueror. However, degradation^/; 
can be accomplished more insidiously and much " 
more effectively by consistent and continual de- ; 
famation. ;> 

Defamation is the best and foremost weapon 
of Psychopolitics on the broad field. Continual 
and constant degradation of national leaders, na¬ 
tional institutions, national practices, and national- 
heroes must 'be systematically carried out, but this 
is the chief function of Communist Party Members, 
in general, not the psydhopolitician. ’ . L -' \ 

The realm of defamation and degradation of 
the psych op olitician is Man himself. By attacking 
the character and morals of Man himself, and by 
bringing about, through contamination of youth, a 
general degraded feeling, command of the populace 
is facilitated to a very marked degree. 

There is a curve of degradation which leads 
downward to a point where tile endurance of an 
individual is almost at end, and any sudden action 
toward him will PLACE HIM IN A STATE OF 
SHOCK* Similarly, a soldier held prisoner can 
be abused, denied, defamed, and degraded until 
the slightest motion on the part of his captors will 
cause him to flinch. Similarly, the slightest word 
on the part of his captors will cause him to obey, 
or vary his loyalties and beliefs. Given sufficient 
degradation, a prisoner can be caused TO MUR¬ 
DER his fellow countrymen in the same stockade* 
Experiments on German prisoners have lately 
demonstrated that only after seventy days of filthy 
food, little sleep, and nearly untenable quarters, 
that the least motion toward the prisoner would 
bring about a state of shock BEYOND HIS EN¬ 
DURANCE threshold, and would cause him to hyp¬ 
notically receive anything said to him. Thus, it is 
possible in an entire stockade of prisoners, to the 
number of thousands, to bring about a state of 
complete servile obedience, and without the labor 
of personally addressing each one, to pervert their 
loyalties and implant in them adequate commands 
to insure their future conduct, even when released 
to their own people* 

By lowering the endurance of a person, a group, 
or a nation, and by constant degradation and de¬ 
famation, it is possible to induce, thus, a state of 
^hock which will receive adequately any command 
gi ven. |

However you labor under certain dangers. It may happen that remedies for our "treatments" may be discovered. It 
may occur that a public hue and cry may arise against "mental healing, * It may thus occur that all mental healing might 
be placed in the hands of ministers and be taken out of the hands of our psychopoglsts and psychiatrists. But the Capitalistic 
thint for control. Capitalistic Inhumanity and a general public terror of Insanity can be brought to guard against these 
things. But should they occur, should independent researchers actually discover means to undo psychopolliical procedures, 
you must not rest, you must not EAT OR SLEEP, you must not stint ONE TINIEST BIT OF AVAILABLE MONEY to campaign 
against It, discredit it, strike it down and render It void. For by cn effective means all our actions and researches could be undone. 

In a Capitalistic state you are aided on all sides by the corruption of the philosophy of man and the rimes. You will 
discover that everything will aid you in your campaign to seize, control and use all "mental healing"to spread our doctrine 
and rid us of our enemies within their own borders. 

Use the COURTS, USE THE JUDGES, USE THE CONSTITUTION OF THE COUNTRY, USE ITS MEDICAL SOCIETIES 
and Its laws to further our ends. Do not stint In your labor in this dimctlon. And when you have succeeded you will discover

CHAPTER*! 

THE HISTORY AND DEFINITION OF 
PSYCHOPOUTICS 


Although punishment for its own sake may not be entirely without recompense, it is, nevertheless, true that the end and goal 
of all punishment is the Indoctrination of the person being punished with an Idea, whether that idea b one of restraint or obed¬ 
ience. 

In that any ruler has. from lime beyond memory, needed the obedience of his subjects in order to accomplish his ends, 
he has thusiresorted to punishment. This is true of every vibe and state in the history of Man. Today, Russian culture has 
evolved more certain and definite methods of aligning and securing the Ipyatilcii of persons and popul&ces, and of enforcing * 
obedience upon them. This modem outgrowth of old practice Is cl led Psychopoll tfiSC 

The stupidity and narrowness of nations not blessed with Russian reasoning has caused them to rely upon practices which 
are, today, too ancient and outmoded for the rapid and heroic pace of our time. And In view of the tremendous advance 
of Ruslan Culture in the field of men tal technologies, begun with the glorious work of Pavlov, and carried forward so ably 
by later Russians, it would be ivange that an art and science would not evolve totally devoted to the aligrtng of loyalties and •*. *\. 
extracting the obedience of individuals and multitudes. 

/ 

Thus we see that piychopolldcai procedures are a natural outgrowth of practices as old as Man, practices which are 
current in every group of men throughout the world. Thus, in psychopolltical procedures there Is no ethical problem, 
since It is obvious and evident that Man is always coerced against his will to the greater good of the State, whether by 
economic gains or Indoctrination into the wishes and desires of the State, 

Basically, Man is an animal. He Is an animal which has been given a civilized veneer. Man Is a collective animanl, 
grouped togethet for bis own protection before the threat of the environment. Those who so group and control him must 
then have in their potenlon specialized techniques to direct the vagaries and energies of the animal Man toward greater 
efficiency In the accomplishment of the goals of the State. 

Psycbopoiitlcs, In one form or another, have long been used In Russia, but the subject is all but unknown outside the 
fatden of our nation, save only where we have carefully transplanted our (nformarion and where It Is used for the greater 
good of the nation. 

The definition of Psychopolldcs follows. 

Psychopolldcs Is the art and science of asserting and maintaining dominion over the thoughts and loyaldes of Individual*, 
officers, bureaus, and muses, and the effecting of the conquest of enemy nations through "mental healing."

The strength and power of Pjychopolfdci cannot be overestimated, particularly when wed in a nadon decayed by pseudo- 
intellectualism, where exploitation of the masses combines readily with psychopotitical actions, and particularly where the 
greed of Capitalistic or Monarch!!) regieme* has already brought about an overwhelming Incidence of neuiosli which can be 
employed as the ground-work for psychopol! deal action and a psychopol Ideal corps. 

It Is parr of your mission, student, to prevent psycho political activity to the detriment of the Russian State, just as it is 
your reunion to carry forward fa our nation and outside It, if you are so assigned, the iriirioni and goals of Psychopotitici, No 
agent of Russia could be even remotely effective without a thorough grounding in Psychopolitim, and so you carry forward 
with you a Russian trust to use well what you are learning here, 

CHAPTER C 

THE CONSTITUTION OF MAN AS A POLITICAL ORGANISM 

Man is already a colonial aggregation of cells, and to consider him an individual would be an error. Colonies of cells 
have gathered together as one organ or another of the body, and then these organ have, themselves, gathered together to 
form the whole, Thus we see that man, himself, U already a political organism, even if we do not consider a mass of men. 

Sickness could be considered to be a disloyalty to the remaining organisms on the part of one organism* This disloyalty, 
becoming apparent, brings about a levrtl of some part of the anatomy against die remaining whole, and thus we have, in effect, 
an Internal revolution. The heart, becoming disaffected, falls away from close membership and service to the remainder of 
the organism, and we discover the entire body in all of its activities is disrupted because of the revolutionary activity of die 
heart. The heart Ii In revolt because It cannot or will not co-operate with the remainder of the body. If we permit the heart 
thus to revolt, the kidneys, taking the example of the heart, may In their turn rebel and cease to work for the good of the 
organism. Thii rebellion, multiplying to other organs and the glandular system, brings about the death of the * Individual", 

W e can see with ease that the revolt Is death, that the revolt of any part of the organism results in death. Thus we see that 
there can be no compromise with rebellion. 

Like the "Individual" man, the Stateti a collection of aggregation!* The political entities within the State must, til 
of them, co-operate for (he greater good of the Sure lest (he State itself fall asunder and die, for with the disaffection of 
any single distrust we discover, it length, the entire State falling. TbU Is the danger of revolution. 

Look at Earth, We see here one entire organism. The organism of Earth is an individual organism. Earth has as its 
organs the various race* and nations of men. Where one of these Is permitted to remain disaffected, Earth itself Is threatened with 
J eath, The threatened rebellion of one country, no mattet how small, against the total organlim of Earth, would find Earth sick, 
0^4 (he cultural state of man to suffer in consequence. Thus, the putrescent illness of Capitalist States, spreading their pus and 
bacteria into the healthy countries of the world would not do otherwise than bring about the death of Earth, unless these ill 
organisms are brought into loyalty and obedience and made to function for the greater good of the world-wide State. 

The constitution of Mao Is so composed that the individual cannot fraction efficiently without the alignment of each and 
every pin and organ of hti anatomy, Ai the average individual Is incapable, in an unformed and uncultured state, as witness 
the barbarians of the jungle, so mug he be trained into a coordination of hi* organic functions by exercise, education, and 

work. He must be made to realize this, for only then can he be made to function efficiently In the role assigned to him,

The tenets of rugged Individualism, personal deierminUm, self-will, imagination and personal creativeness are alike 
in the-masses antipathetic to the good of the Greater State. These willful and unaliped forces are no more than illnesses 
which will bring about disaffection, disunity, and at length the collapse of the gioup to which the individual Is attached* 

The constitution of Man lends itself easily and thoroughly u> certain and positive regulation from without of all of Its 
functions, including those of thlnkingneu, obedience, and Loyalty, and these things must be controlled If a greater State Is 
to ensue. / ' 

While it may seem desirable to the surgeon to amputate one or another limb or organ In order to save the remainder, it 
must be pointed out that this expediency U not entirely possible of accomplishment where one considers entire nations. A body 
deprived of organs can be observed to be lessened in its effectiveness The world deprived of the workers now enslaved by the 
Insane and noa-scmlcel Idiocies of the Capitalist! and Monarch! of Earth, would If removed, create a certain disability in the 
world-wide State, fust as we see the victor forced to rehabilitate the population of a conquered country at the end of a war, 
thus any effort to DEPOPULATE a disaffected portion of the world might have some consequence, Hooever, let us consider the 
inroad of VUus and bacteria hostile to the organism, and we see that unless we can conquer the germ, the organ or organism 
which ti it attacking wUl^itaelf, suffer, 

r 

In any State we ha ye certain Individuals who operate In the role of the virus and germ, and these, attacking the population 
or any group within Ihe^o^uiatioo, produce, by iheir self-willed greed, a sickness in the organ, which then generally spreads 
to (he tittle. 
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The constitution of Min 44 an Individual body* c a constitution of a Sute or a portion of the State as a poh. -1 organism 
are analogous. It H the mission of PtycbopoUtlcs first to align the obedience and goals of the group,/.and $e£.{D£lntain their 
alignment by (he eradication of (he effectiveness of the persons and personalities which might swerve the group toward disaffection. 

In our nation, where things are better managed and where reason reigns above all else, (t is not difficult to eradicate the self- 
willed bacteria which might attack one of our political entitles. But In the field of conquest. In nations less enlightened, where 
the Russian State docs not yet have power, it is not as feasible to remove the entire self-willed individual. PsychopoUtics makes 
it possible to remove that j*ri of his personality which, in Itself, Is making havoc with the person’s own constitution as well 
as the group with which the persoo is connected. 

If the animal mao were permitted to continue undisturbed by counter-revolutionary propaganda. If he wse left to work un¬ 
der the well-planned management of the State, we would discover little sickness amongst Man, and we would discover no sick¬ 
ness (n the State. But where the Individual Is troubled by conflicting propaganda, where he Is made the effect of revolutionary 
activities, where he>is permitted to think thoughts critical of the State Itself, where he Is permitted to question of those In whose 
natuzal charge he.falls, we would discover his constitution to suffer. We would discover, from this disaffection, the additional 
disaffection of his heart andof other portions of his anatomy. So certain Is this principle that when one finds a sick Individual, 
could one search deeply enough, he would diaoover a mil-aligned loyalty and an interrupted obedience to that person’s group unit. 

There are those who foolishly have embarked upon some spiritual Alice-in-Wonderland voyage into what they call the "sub- 
conscious* or the •unconscious* mind, and who, under the guise of * psychotherapy" would seek to made well the disaffection of 
body organs, but It U to be noted that their teiulti are singularly lacking in success. There is no strength In such an approach. 

W hen hypnotism was first invented in Russia it was observed that all that was necessary was to command the unresisting individual 
to be well in order, many times, to accomplish that fact. The llmitationof hypnotism has bad to be improved upon In order to 
lnceease the suggestibility of Individuals who would not otherwise be reached. Thus, any nation has had the experience of grow¬ 
ing well again, as a whole organism, when placing sufficient force in play against a 4b affected group:* imt.as Imbypncdsm any 
organ can be commanded Into greater loyalty and obedience, so can any political group be commended iaio greater loyalty and ' 1 .a 

obedience should sufficient force be employed. However, force often brings about destruction and (t is occasional not feasible 
to use broad mart force to accomplish the ends in view. Thus, it Is necessary to align the Individual against his dejlre not to 
conform. 

Just as It is a recognized truth that Man must conform to his environment, so it Is a recognized truth, and will become more 
so as the yean proceed, that even the body of Man can be commanded into health. 

The conitir^Ion of Man tenders Itself peculiarly adapted to re-alignment of loyalties. Where these loyalties to the 'petit 
bourgeoisie,' the Capitalist, to and-Russian ideas, we find the Individual body peculalrly susceptible to sickness, and thus we 
can clearly understand the epidemics, illnesses, mass-neuroses, tumults, and confusions of the United States and other Capitalist 
countries. Here we find the worker improperly and Incorrectly loyal, and thus we find the worker 111. To save him and establish 
him conectly and properly upon his goal toward a greater State, It Is an overpowering necessity to make it possible for him to 
grant his loyalties in a correct direction. In that his loyaldes are swerved and his obedience cravenly demanded by petsons ald- 
pathedc to his general good, and In that these persons are few, even in a Capitalist nadon, the goal and direction of Psychopolltici 
Is clearly understood. To benefit the worker in such a plight it Is necessary to eradicate, by general propaganda, by other means, : 
and by hit own cooperation, the sett-willedness of perverted leaders. It (s necessary, af well, to indoctrinate the educated strata 
Into the tenets and principles of co-operadon with the environment, and thus to Insure to the worker less-warped leadership, less 
craven doctrine, and more-cooperation with the ideas aodideals of the Communist State. 

TJe technologies of PsychopoUtics are directed to this end. 

CHAPTER ID 

MAN AS AN ECONOMIC ORGANISM 

Man is subject to certain desires and needs which axe as natural to his belngneu as they are to that of any other animal. 

Man, however, has the pecularity of exaggerating some of these beyond the bounds of reason. This is obvious through the 
growth of leisure classes, pseudo-intellectual groups, thq* s petit bourgeoisie', Capitalism, and other U1 j. 

It hat been said, with truth, that one tenth of a man's life is concerned with politics and nine-tenths with economics. With¬ 
out food, the individual diet. Without clotting, he freezes. Without houses and weapons, he U prey to the starving wolves. The 
acquisition of sufficient items to answer those necessities of food, clothing, and shelter. In reason, is the natural right of a mem¬ 
ber of an enlightened State. An excess of such items brings about unrest and disquiet. The presence of Luxury Items and materials 
and the artificial creation and whetting of appetites, as in Capitalist advertising, are certain to accentuate the less-desirable* 
characteristics of Mao. 

The individual Is an economic organism, in that he requires a certain amount of food, a certain amount of water, and must 
hold within himself a certain amount of heat in order to live. When he has more food than he can eat, more clothing than he 
needs to protect him, hethen enten upon a certain idleness which dulls his wits and awareness, and makes him prey to difficulties 
which. In a les toxic state, be would have foreseen and avoided. Thus, we have a glut being a menace to the Individual. 

It Is no less different In a group. Where the group acquires too much, Its awareness of its own fellows and of the environ¬ 
ment is accordingly reduced, and the effectiveness of the group in general is lost. 

The maintaining of a balance begweea gluttony and need U the province of Economics proper, and is the fit subject and 
concern of the Communist State. 

Desire *?d want are a state of mind. Individuals can be educated tmo desiring and wanting more than they can ever possibly 
obtain, and such Individual! are unhappy. Mott of the self-willed characteristics of the Capitalists come entirely from greed. He 
exploits the worker fat beyond any necessity on his own part, as a Capitalist, to need. 

Ih'a nation where economic balances are not controlled, the appetite of the Individual Is udduly whetted by enchanting and 
fanciful persuasions to desire, and a type of lnlanity ensues, where each individual is persuaded to possess more than he can use, 
and to possess It even at the expense of his fellows.

In themselves, accumulate if left alone, more than the individual can use. Poverty, itself, as caref illy cultivated in Capitalist 
States, can bring about an imbalance of acquisition. Just as a vac uum will pull into it masses, in a country where enforced 
privation upon the masses is permitted, and where desire is artlflcally whetted, need turns to greed, and one easily discovers 
in such cates exploitation of the many for the benefit of the few. 

If one, by the technologies of Pspchopolitics, were to dull this excessive greed in the few who possess it, the worker would 
be freed to seek a more natural balance, 

i 

Here we have two extremeraeti Either one of them are in Insanity. If we wish to create an insanity we need only glut or 
deprive an individual at long length beyond the ability to withstand and we have a mental imbalance. A simple example of this 
it the alternation of too low with coo high pressures in a chamber, an excellent psycbopolideal procedure. The rapidly varied pressure 
brings about a chaos wherein the individual will cannot act and where other wills then, perforce, assume control. 

Essentially, in an entire country, one must remove the greedy by whatever means and must then create and continue a 
serai-privation in the masses in order to command and utterly control the nation, 

A continuous hope fot prosperity must be Indoctrinated Into the muses with many dreams and visions of glut of commodity 
and thij hope must be eounterpUyed against the actuality of privation and the continuous threat of loss of all economic factors 
in cue of disloyalty to the State in order to suppress the individual wills of the masses. 

In a nation under conquest such u America, our slow and stealthy approach need take advantage only of the cycles of booms 
and depreMons inherent In Capitalistic nations in order to useri of more and more strong control over individual wills. A boom 
is u advantageous u a depression for our ends for during prosperity our propaganda lines must only continue to point up the 
wealth the period is delivering to the selected few to divorce their control of the state. During a depression one must only 
point out that it ensued as a result of the avarice of a few and the general political incompetence of the national leaden. 

The handling of economic propaganda is not properly the sphere of psychopolitics but the psychopolidcian must understand 
economic measures and Communist goals connected with them. 

The masses must at lut come to believe that only excessive taxation of the rich can relieve them of the "burdensome leisure 
class* and can thus be brought to accept such a thing as INCOME TAX, a Marxist principle smoothly slid into Capitalistic frame¬ 
work in 1909 in the United States, This even though the basic law of the United States lorbade it and even though Communism 
at that time had been active only a few yean in America. Such success as the Income Tax law, had it been followed throughly, 
could have brought the United States and not Russia into the world scene as the A st Communist nation. But the virility and good 
sense of the Russian peoples won. It may not be (hat the United S ates will become entirely Communist until past the middle of 
the century, but when it does it will be because of our superior undemanding of economics and of psychopolltics. 

The Communist agent skilled in economics has as his task the suborning of tax agencies and their personnel to create the 
maximum disturbance and chaos and the passing of laws adapted to our purpoies and to him we must leave this task. The psy¬ 
chopolitical operator plays a distinctly different role In this drama. 

The rich, the skilled in finance, the well informed in government, are particular and individual targeu for the psychopoll- 
tlctan. His is the role of taking off the board (hose individuals who would halt or corrupt Communist economic programs. Thus 
every rich man, every statesman, every person well Informed and capable in government must have brought to his side as a 
trusted confidant a psychopolitical operator. 

The families of these persons are often deranged from idleness and glut and this fact must be played upon, even created. 

The normal health and wildness of a rich man's son must be twisted and perverted and explained into neurosis and then, assisted 
by a timely administration of drugs or violence, turned into crominality or insanity. This brings at once someone in "menial 
healing" into confidential contact with the family and from this point on the very most mut be made of that contact. 

Communism could best succeed if at die side of every rich or (nAuential man there could be placed a psychopolitical 
operator, an undoubted authority in the Aeld of "mental healing” who could then by hit advice or through the medium of a 
wife of daughter by Mi guided opinions direct the optimum policy to embzoll or upset the economic polities of the country 
and, when the time comes to do away forever with the rich or influential man, to administer the proper drug or treatment 
to bring about his complete demise in aft Institution as a patient or dead as a suiaide. 

Planted beside a country's powerful persons the piychopoliUcaJ operator can also guide^other policies to the betterment of 
our battle. 

The Capitalist does not know the definition of war. He thinks of war as attack with force performed by soldiers and mach¬ 
ines. He does not know that a more effective if saramrhat longer war can be fought with BREAD or, in our case, WITH DRUGS 
and the wisdom of our art. The Capitalist has never won a war In truth. The psychopolitician is having little trouble winning 
this one. 

* CHAPTER I V 

1 STATE COALS FOR THE INDIVIDUAL AND MASSES

Just as we would discover an individual to be ill, whose organs, each one, had a different goal from the rest, so we discover 
the individuals and the State to be ill where goals are not rigorously codified and enforced. 

There are those who, in less enlightened times, gave Man to believe that goals should be personally sought and held, and that. 
Indeed, Man's entire impulse toward higher things stemmed from Freedom. We must remember chat the same peoples who em¬ 
braced this philosophy also continued In Mao the myth of spiritual existence. 
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All go*Li proceed from duress* Life it i continuous escape. Without force and threat there can be no striving, Without 
pain there can be no desire to escape from pain. Without the threat of punishment there can be no gain, Without rt go tour and 
forthright control* there can be no accomplished goals for the Sure, 

Goals of the State should be formulated by the State for the obedience and concurrence of the individuals within that State* 

A state without goals so formulated is a tick State. A State without the power and forthright wish to enforce Lu goals Is a lick 
Sure. 

When an order i> Issued by the Communist State* and is not obeyed, a sickness will be discovered to ensue. Where obedience 
foils, the manes suffer. 

Stare goals depend upon loyalty and obedience for their accomplishment, When one discovers a State goal to be Integrated, 
one discover! Inevitably dial there has been an interposition of lelf-wiiledness, of greed, of idleness, or of rugged individualism 
and self-centered initiative* The Interruption of a State goal will be discovered as having been Interrupted by a person whore 
disloyalty and disobedience is the direct result of his own mis*alignment with life, 

ft is nor always necessary to remove the individual, li li possible to temove his self-willed tendencies to the improvement 
of the goals and gains of the whole* The technologies of Psychopolitics are graduated upon the scale which starts womewhat 
above die removal of the individual himself, upward toward the removal only of there tendencies which bring about hU lack of 
cooperation, 

It ti not enough for die State to have goals. These goals, once put forward, depend for their completion upon the loyalty 
and obedience of the workers. There, engaged for their completion upon the loyalty and obedience of the workers. These 
engaged for the most part in hard labors, have little time for Idle speculation, which Is good. But, above them, unfortunately, 
there must be foremen of one or another petition, any one of whom might have sufficient Idleness and lack of physic at occupation 
to cause some dlsaffecting independency In his conduct and behaviour. 


Psychopoll tics remedies this tendency toward disaffection when it exceeds the common persuasions of the 
superiors of the person in question* 


CHAPTER V 


Immediate 


AN EXAMINATION OF LOYALTIES 


If loyalty is so important In die economic and social structure* It Is necessary to examine it further as Itself, 

In the field of psycho poll tics, loyalty means simply alignment* It means, more fully, alignment with the goals of the + ^ 
Communist State, Disloyalty meant entirely mli-alignmcm* and more broadly, mil*alignment with die goals of the Communist 
State, 

When we consider that the goals of the Communist State are to the best possible benefit of the masses, we Ban see that dis¬ 
loyalty, as a term, eao embrace Democratic alignment. Loyalty to persons not common La tj tally indoctrinated would be quite 
plainly a mls-aJi^menu 

The cure of disloyalty is entirely contained in the principles of alignment, All that it is neceisaty to do, where disloyalty 
is encountered. Is to align the purposes of the individual toward the goals of Communism, and it will be discovered that a great many 
circumstances hitherto distasteful in bti existence will cease to exist, 

A heart, ot s kidney In rebellion against the remainder of the organism is being disloyal to the remainder of the organism. 

To cure that heart of kidney it U actually only necessary to bring its activities Into alignment with the remainder of the&ody* 

The technologies of PsychopoUtics adequately demonstrate the workability of this. Mild shock of the electric variety can, 
and does, produce the re-cooperadon of a rebellious body organ. It is the shock and punishment of surgery which, in the main* 
accomplishes the re-alignment of a disaffected portion of the body, rather than the surgery Itself, U U the bombardment of 

rather than the therapeutic value of X-Rays which causes some disaffected organ to pace again turn Its attention to the 
support of the general t^anlim. 

While It is not borne our that electric shock h«any therapeutic value, so far as making the individual more sane, It Is 
adequately brought out that its PUNISHMENT VALUE will create in the patient a greater co-operative attitude* Brain surgery 
has no statistical data to recommend (t beyond Its removal of the individual personality from amongst the paths of organs, which 
were not permitted to co-operate. These two4uwian developments have never pretended to altct the state of sanity* They ate 
only effective and workable In introducing inadequate punishment mechanism to the personality to make It cease and desist 
from its courses and egotistical direction oflie anatomy Itself. It is useful in subduing the recalcitrant personality, which Is 
all that stands la the road of themasses or toe State, It li occasionally to be discovered that the removal of the preventing 
personality by shock and surgery then permits the regrowth and re-establishment of organs which have been rebelled against 
by that personality. In that a well-regulated state is composed of organ limi, not person all tier, the uie of electric shock and 
brain surgery in PsychopoUtics It clearly demonstrated* 

The changing of loyalty consists, In its primary step, of the eradication of existing loyalties. This can be done In one of 
two ways. First, by demons era dug that previously existing loyalties have brought about perilous physical circumstances* such 
as imprisonment, lack of recognition, duress, of privation, and second, by eradicating the penohdiry Itself. 

' f 

The first U accomplished by a steady and continuous indoctrination of the individual In the belief Uut Mi previous loyalties 
have been granted to an unworthy source. One of the primary instances Id this is creating circumstances which apparently de¬ 
rive from toe target of his loyalties* 1011 to rebuff the individual. As part of toll there is the creation of a state of mind In 
toe individual, by actually placing him Milder duress, and then furnishing him with false evidence to demonstrate that the 
target of hit previous loyal ties is, itself, toe course of the duress. Another portion of this same method consists of defaming 
or degrading toe individual whose loyalties are to be changed to toe target of his loyalties, t*e., superiors or gpvemmeoE, to 
inch a degree that toll target, at length* actually does hold toe Individual In disrepute, and so does rebuff him and serve to con¬ 
vince him that hit loyalties have been ittisptaced, These are the milder methods, but have proven extremely effective. The 
greatest drawback In their practiced* toil they require time and concentration, toe manufacture of false evtdfcice, and a piy- 
chopolldcal operator 1 ! time. 




In moments of expediency, of which there are many* the personality Itself cm be rearranged by shock, surgery, duress, 
privation, and In particular, that best of psycho poll deal techniques, implantation, with the technologies of neo-hypnotism. 

Such duress must have la Its flnt pact a defamation of die loyalties, and in In second, the Implantation of new loyaltlet. A 
good and experienced psychopolitical opera cor, working under the moil favorable circumstances, can, by the use of psychopotitical 
technologies, alter the loyalties of an Individual so deftly that hit OWN COMPANIONS will not suspect that they have changed, 

Thii, however, require* considerably more flfiewe than Is usually necessary to the situation, MASS NEO-HYPNOTISM can ac¬ 
complish more or less the same results when guided by an experienced ptychopolitical operator. An end goal in such a procedure 
would be the alteration of the loyalties of an ENTIRE NATION In a short period of rime by mass ne(^-hypnotism, a thing which 
has been effectively ACCOMPLISHED among the LESS-USABLE nates of Russia* l 

: / 

It Is adequately demonstrated that loyalty It entirely lacking In that mythical commodity known as 'spiritual quality,' Loy¬ 
alty is entirely a thing of dependence, economic or mental, and can be changed by the crudest implantations. Observation of 
workers In their factories or fields demonstrates that they easily grant loyalty to a foreman or a woman, and then as easily abandon 
it and sinstitute another individual, revisiting, at the same time, toward the p«ncn to whom loyalty was primarily granted, Tbe 
queasy insecurity of the masses In Capitalistic nations finds this more common than in an enlightened State such as Russia, In 
Capitalistic states, dependencies are so craven, wants and privations ate so exaggerated, that loyalty U entirely without ethical 
foundation and exists only in the realm of dependency, duress, or demand. 

It is fortunate that Communism so uuly approaches an ideal state of mind, for this brings a certain easiness into any changing 
of loyalties, since all other philosophies extant and practiced on Earth today are degrading and debased* compared to Communism, 

It is then with a certain security that a ptychopolitical operator functions, for he knows that be can change the loyalty of an In¬ 
dividual to a more ideal level by reason atone, and only expediency makes ic necessary to employ the various shifts of psychopollti~ 
cal technology. Any man who cannot be persuaded into Communist rationale (v, of course, to be regarded as somewhat leu than * 

•ane and It Is, thcreloie, completely justified 10 use the techniques of insanity upon the non-Communist, 

In order to change loyalty it is necessary to establish first the existing loyalties of the individual, Tbe task is made very 
simple In view of the fact that Capitalistic and Fasctitie nations have no great security In the loyalty of their subjects. And 
it may be found that the loyalties of the subjqcs* as we call any person against whom ptychopolitical technology is to be ex¬ 
acted, are already too film to require eradication. It Is generally only necessary ro persuade with the rationale and over- 
w helming reasonability of Communism to have the person grant his loyalty to die Ruslan State, However, regulated only by 
the importance of the subject, no great a mo up t of time should be expended upon the Individual, but emotional duress, or 
electric short, ot brain surgery should be retorted to, should Communist propaganda persuasion faU, In a case of a very Im¬ 
portant person, it may be necessary to utilize the more delicate technologies of Fsycbopolltici so as to place the person himtelf, 
and his associates. In ignorance of the operation. In this case a simple Implantation Ls used, with a maximum duress and com¬ 
mand value. Only the most skilled piycbopolltica! opera tor should be employed on such a progect, as in this case of the very 
important person, for a bungling might disclose the tampering with his menial processes, It is much more highly recommended, 
if there is any doubt whatever about the success of an operation against an Important person, to select out as a ptychopolitical 
ta^ta persons in his vicinity to whom he Is emotionally involved, Hli wife or children normally furnish the belt targets, and 
these can be operated against without reiualn'L In securing the loyalty of a very important person one must place at bis side 
a constant pleader who enters a sexual of familial chord Into the situation on the tide of Communism, It may not be necessary 
to mike a Communist out of the wofe, or the children, or one of the children, but St might prove efficacious to do so. In most 
Instances, however, this is not possible. By the use of various drugs, it is, in this modern age, and well within the realm of 
psycbopolidcai reality, entirely too easy to bring about a state of severe neurosis or insanity in the wife or children, and thus 
pats them, with full consent of the Important person, and the government In which he exists* or the bureau In which he U oper¬ 
ating, Into the hands of a psychopolltical operator, who then in Mi own laboratory, without restraint or fear of investigation ot 
censor* can, WITH ELECTRIC SHOCK, surgery, SEXUAL ATTACK, drugs, or other useful means, degrade or entirety alter the 
personality of a family member, and create in that person a psych apolitical slave subject, who, then, on command or signal, will 
perform OUTRAGEOUS ACTIONS, thus discrediting the Important person, or will demand, oo a more delicate level, that cer¬ 
tain measure* be taken by the Iraportantppewon, wt^ch measures are, of course, dictated by the psychopoUtical operator, 

/ 

Usually when the party has do real interest in the activities or decisions of the important person, but merely wishes to re¬ 
move him from effective action, the attention of the psychopolideal caper*ror need not be so intense, and the person need 
only be passed into the hands of tome unwitting mental practitioner, who taught as he is by psychopoll ties i operators, will 
bring about sufficient embarrassment. 

When tbe loyalty of an Individual cannot be swerved, and where the opinion, weight, or effectiveness of the individual 
stands firmly in die road of Communist goals, It Is usually best to occasion a mild neurosis in the person by any available 
means, and then, having carefully given him a history of mental Imbalance, to ice to it that he disposes of himself by suicide, 
Ptychopolitical operators have handled such situations skillfully tens of thousands of times and without Russia, 

It Is a firm principle of Psychopolitics that the person to be destroyed must be Involved at first or second hind In the stigma 
of insanity* and must have been placed in contact with psychopolitioa! operator* or persons trained by them, with a maximum 
amount of tumult and publicity. The stigma of insanity it properly placed at the door of such persons 4 re put a dona and is held 
there firmly by bringing about irrational acts, either on hit own pan or in his vicinity. Such an activity can be clarified as a ■ '* 

partial destruction of alignment, and if iMs destruction is carried forward to Its furthcrest extent the mis-alignment on new 
loyalties can be embarked upon safely. By bringing about insanity or suicide on the pan of the wife of an important political 
personage, a sufficient mi* •'alignment ha* been instigated to change Ms attitude. And this, carried forward firmly, or assisted 
by paythopoUticai implantation can begin the rebuilding of Mi loyalties, but now slanted In a more proper and fitting direction. 

Another reason for tbe alignment or ptyefejs poll tical activities with the mis-alignment of insanity Is that Insanity, Itself, * 
is A d^fed and disgraced lute, and anything connected with It is lightly viewed. Thus, a psycho political operator* working 
In the vicinity of an insane person, can sefute and disprove any accusations made against him by demonstrating that the family 
Itself it tainted with mental Imbalance, This Is surprisingly effective in Capitalistic countries where Insanity Is so throughly 
(eared that no one wquld dream of investigating any circumstances In la vicinity, Ptychopolitical propaganda works constantly 
and must work constantly to Increase and build up this aura of mystery surrounding Insanity, and must emphasize the horclbleneu 
and hopelessness of Insanity In enter to excuse non-therapeutic actions taken against the Insane, Particularly In Capitalistic 
countries, an Insane person ha* no rights under law. No person who Is Insane may hold property. No person who is insane may *

ratify, Titus, we have an excellent toad along vMtfc we can travel toward our certain goal and destiny. 

Entirely by bringing about public conviction that the sanity of a person U in question, ft Is possible to discount and eradicate 
all of the goals and activities of that person* By demonstrating the Insanity of a group, or even a government, li U possible, then, 
id cause Its people to disavow It, By magnifying the general human reaction to insanity, through keeping the subject of Insanity, 
Itself, forever before the public eye, and then, by utilizing this reaction by causing a revulsion on the pan of a populace against 
let leader or leaders, it is possible to stop any government or movement, 

It Is important to know that the entire subject of loyalty is thus as easily handled as it is. One of the first and foremost 
missions of the psycho politic! an it to make an attack upon Communism and insanity synonymous* It should become the defini¬ 
tion of insanity, of the paranoid variety, that "a paranoid believes he Is being attacked by Communists, * Thus, at once the 
support of the individual so attacking Communism will fall away and wither* 

Instead of executing national leaders, suicide for them should be arranged under circumstances which question their demise. 

In ibis way we can select out all opposition to the Communist extension into the social orders of the world, end render populaces 
who would oppose us leaderless, and bring about a state of chaos or misalignment into which we can thrust, with great simplicity, 
the clear and forceful doctrines of Communism. 

The cleverness of our attack in this field of Piychopollrtcs U adequate to avoid the understanding of the layman and the 
usual stepid official, and by operating entirely Imder the banner of authority, with the oft-repeated statement that the principles 
of psychotherapy are too devious for common understanding, an entire tevolution can be effected without the suspicion of a 
populace until it ii an accomplished fact. 

An insanity (i the maximum mis-alignment, it can be grasped to be the maximum weapon In severance of loyalties to 
leaden and old social orders. Thus, it Is of the utmost Importance that psycho political operatives infiltrate the healing am 
of a nation marked for conquest, and bring from that quarter continuous pressure against the population and the government 
until at last the conquest is affected. This is the subject and goal of Psychopolitics* Itself, 

In rearranging loyalties we must have a command of their values* In the animal the first loyalty Is to himself. This li 
destroyed by demonstrating errors to him, showing him that he does not remember, cannot act or does not trust himself. The 
second loyalty U to bis family unit, his patents and brothers and sisters. This is destroyed by making a family unit econ¬ 
omically non-dependent, by lessening the VALUE OF MARRIAGE, by making an easiness of divorce and by raising the children 
wherever possible by the State, The next loyalty U tp hit friends and local environment. This li destroyed by lowering his 
trust and bringing about reportings upon him allegedly by hit fellows or the town or village authorities. The next li to the 
Buie and this, for the purposes of Communism, is The ONLY! ROYALTY which should exist once the uate fi founded as a 
Communist State* To destroy loyalty to the State all manner of forbi dding! FOR YOUTH must be put into effect so as to dis¬ 
enfranchise them as members of the Capitalistic State and, by promises of a better lot under Communism* to gain their loy¬ 
alty id a Communist movement. 

Denying a Capitalist country EASY ACCESS TO COURTS, bringing about and supporting propaganda to destroy the home, 
creating and continuous Juvenile delinquency, forcing upon the star t all manner or practices to divorce the child from it will 
In the end create the chaos necessary to Communism. 

Under the saccharine guise of asslitence to them, rigorous child labor laws are the best means to deny (he child any right 
fn the society. By refusing to let him earn, by forcing him Into unwanted dependence upon a grudging parent, by making 
certain in other channels that the parent h never In other than economic stress, the child can be driven in his teens Into revolt. 
Delinquency will unsue* 

By making readily available drugs of various kinds, by giving the teen-ager alcohol, by praising hit wildness, by stimulating 
him with lex literature and advertising to him or her practices as taught at the Sexpol, the piychopolttica! operator can create 
the necessary attitude of chaos. Idleness and worthlessness into which can then be cast the solution which will give the teenager 
complete freedom everywhere - Communism. 

Should it be possible to continue conscription beyond any reasonable time by promoting unpopular wars and other means 
the draft can always stand n a further barrier to the progress of youth in life, destroying any Immediate hope to participate In 
bis nation's civil life. / 

By these me am the patriotism of youth for their Capl tails tic flag can be dulled to a point where they are no longer danger¬ 
ous as soldiers. While this might require many decades to effect. Capitalism's short term view wlU never envision the lengths 
across which we can plan. 

If we could effectively kill the national pride and patriotism of buss one generation we will-have won that country. 

Therefore there must be continual propaganda abroad to undermine the loyalty of the citizens In general and the teen-ager 
In particulate. 

The role of the psychopolttical operator in this is very strong* He can from hit position at an authority on the mind, advise 
all manner of destructive measures. He can tpach the lack of control of this child at home* He can instruct, in an optimum 
situation, the entire nation in bow to handle children - and instruct them so that the children, given no control, given no real 
borne, can run wildly about with no responsibility for their nation or themselves. 

The mii-aKgnmenr of the loyalty of youth to a Capitalistic nation sea the proper stage for a realignment of their loyalties 
with Communism, Creating a greed for drugs, sexual misbehavior and oocontiolle d freedom and presenting this to them as 
a benefit of Communism will with ease bring about our alignment* 

In the case of strong leaden amonsi youthful 'groups, a psychopolilcal operator can work in many ways to use or discard 
that leadership. If it is to be used, the character of the girl or boy mutt be altered catefully Into criminal channel! and a 
control by blackmail or other means must be maintained. But Where the leadership Is nor susceptible, where It resists all per¬ 
suasions and might become dangerous to our Cause, no palm must be spared to direct the attention of the authorities to 
that person and to hairass him in one way or another until he can come Into the hands of Juvenile authorities. When this has 
been effected It can be hoped that a psychopolitical operator, by reason of child advisor status, can. In the security of the 
Jail and cloaked by processes of law, destroy the sanity of that person. Particularly brilliant schollars, athletes and youth 
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group leaden rrmt be bandied In el diet one of these im ways, 

in the matter of guiding the activities of Juvenile couth* die piychopolitical operator entertains here ooe of hti easier 
tailu, A Capfultitic nation Is » filled with injustice in general that a little more panes without comment. In Juvenile 
courts there are always persons with strange appetites whether these be Judge* or police men or women . If such do not exist 
they CAN BE CREATED, By making available to them young girls and boys In the "security" of the jail or the dentton home and by 
appearing with Haiti cameras or witnesses one becomes equlpt with a whip adequate to direct all the future decisions of that 
person when these are needed; 

The handling of youth cases by courts should be led further and further Into 'mental problems* 1 until the entire nation think* 
of "menu! emblems" instead of criminal* . This place* vacancies everywhere in the courts, in the offices of district attorneys, ^ 
on police staffs, which could tfien be filled with ptyehopollrtcal operators and these become then the Judge* of the land fay theif *y* ( - 
by their influence and Imo their hands carnet the total centrol of the criminal, without whose help a revolution cannot ever be 
accomplished* 

By in era lug this authority over the problems of youth and adults in courts one day the demand for ptyehopollrtcal operators 
could become such that even (he ARMED SERVICES wtU use 'authorities on the mind* 1 to work their various Justice* and when 
this occurs the armed force* of the nation then enter Imo our hands a* solidly as If we commanded them ourselves * With the 
slight bonus of hiving thus a tkilled interrogator near every technician or handler of secret war apparatus, the country, In event 
of revolution; as did Germany In 1618 and 1919, will find itself immobilized by lu own Army and Navy fully and entirety Ip 
Co mm until hands . 

Tbu* the subject of loyalties and iheii re-aligament is in fact the subject of non-armed cobSqvieit of an enemy, 

CHAPTER VI 

THE GENERAL SUBJECT OF OBEDIENCE 


Obedience is the result of force. 

Everywhere we took In the history of Earth we discover that obedience to new rulers has come about entirely through the 
demonstration at fte part or those fulcra of greater force than was to be discovered In the old ruler. A population overridden 
and conquered by war, is obedient to iu conqueror. It is obedient to its conqueror because its conqueror has exhibited -more 
force. 

Con current with force fi brutality, for there are human considerations Involved which also represent force. The most 
barbaric unrestrained brutal use of force, if catried far enough, invoke* obedience, Savage force, sufficiently long displayed 
toward icy individual, will bring about his concuraeuce with any principle or order, 

Force U the antithesis of humanizing actions, It Is so synonymous in the human mind with tavagenera, lawlessness, brutality, 
and barbarian, that it Is only necessary to display an Inhuman attitude toward people, to be granted by those people the poseralon 
of force. 

Any organization which has the spirit and courage to display inhumanity, savageness, brutality, and an uncompromising 
Jack of humanity, will be obeyed Such a use of force is, itself, the essential ingredient of greatness. We have at band no 
Jera an example than our great Communist Leaders, who, In moments of duress and trial when faced by Czarist rule, continued 
over the heads of an enslaved populace, yet displayed sufficient coinage never to stay their hands in the execution of the con¬ 
version of the Russian State to Communist rule. 

If you would have obedience you must have no compromise with humanity. If you would have obedience you miss make 
it dearly understood that you have no mercy. Man is an animal. He understands, in the final analysis, only those things which 
a brute understands. 

As an example of thb, we find an Individual refusing to obey and being muck. HU refusal to obey Is now leu vociferous, ,, * 
He Is struck again, and bU resistance Is lessened once mote. He li hammered and pounded again and again, until, at length» 
bli only though't* direct and implicit obedience to that person from whom the force ha* emanated. This is a proven principle,. 

It U proven because It I* the main principle Man, the animal, has used since his earliest beginnings. It is the only principle 
which ha* been effective* the only principle which has brought about a wide and continued belief. For It ti to our benefit that 
an Udivlddal who is muck again, and again, and again ftom a certain source, will, at length, hypnotically believe anything 
he is told by the source of the blows * 

The stupidity of Western civilizations is best demonstrated by the fact that they believe hypnotism it a thing of the mind, 
of attention, and a desire for unconsctoumeu, THIS IS NOT TRUE* Only when a person has been beaten* punished, and mercilessly 
hammeted, ean hypnotism upon him be guaranteed tn its effectiveness. U is stated by Western authorities on hypnosis that 
only some twenty percent of the people are susceptible to hypnotism. This statement is VERY UNTRUE. Given enough punlsh- 
raent* all of the people in any time and place are susceptible to hypnotism. In other words, by adding force, hypnotism it 
m ide uniformly effective, Where iincansc to sanest could not be Induced by simple congeoiration upon die hypnotist, uncon¬ 
sciousness can be Induced by drugs, by electric shock, and by other means* And where unconsciousness cannot be Induced so 
as to make an 'implementation or an hypnotic command effective, It is only necessary to amputate the functioning portions 
of the animal man's brain to render him null and void and no longer a menace. Thus, we find that hypnotism ti entirely 
effective* 

The mechanisms of hypnotism demo nitrate clearly that people can be made to Attic ve In certain conditions, and even 
In their environment or tn politic** by the administration of force. Thus, It it necessary for a psychopoll tic an to be an expert 
tn the administration of forces. Thus, he can bring about Implicit obedience, not only on the part of Indlvitual members of 
the populace* but on tire entire population* Thus* we find that hypnotism is entirely effective* 

The subject of hypnotism U a subject of belief. What can people be made to believe? They can be made to believe 
anything which (s administered to them with sufficient brutality and force. The obedience of a populace U as good a* they 
will belt eve. 

Despicable religion* such as Christianity, knew this* They knew that if enough faith could be brought Imo being a pop* 
ulace could be enslaved by the Christian mockeries of humanity and mercy, and thus could be disarmed. But onenneed not

coart upon tbit act of filth to bring about a broad belief. One mint arty exhibit enough force, enough Inhumanity, enough 
btunitty and tivigeneu to create implicit belief end therefore and thereby obedience, As Communism it * matter of belief, 
its itudy ii * study of force. 

The earliest Russian psychiatrists* pioneering this science of psychiatry, understood throughly that hypnosis is induced by 
acute fear. They discovered it could alio be induced by shock of an emotional nature, and also by extreme privation, a* well 
aa by blow* and drugs. 

In order to Induce a high state of bypnogogy ta an Individual, a group, or a population, an element of terror mutt always 
be present on the part of those who would govern. The psychiatrist is aptly suited to this role, for hi* brutalities are coramtwed 
In the name of science and are inexplicably complex, and entirely out of view of the huma n understanding, A suffeieat 
popular terror of the psychiatrist will, in Itself, bring about insanity on the pan of many individuals, A psychopoll deal oper¬ 
ator, then, can, entirely cloaked with authority, commence and continue a campaign of propaganda, describing various' 

"ceatmt ni*’ which are edmi trisected to the insdne, A psychopolitical operative should at all time i insist that ifco* treat* 
me DU are therapeutic and necessary. He can, in all of his literature and his books, list large numb ers of pretended cures by 
those me am. But those 'cures" need net actually produce any recovery from a state of disturbance. As long as the psychopoll- 
deal operative or his dupes are the only author!tit* as to the difference between sanity and insanity, their word as to the ther¬ 
apeutic value of such treatme nt will be the final word. Ho layman would dare adventure to place judgement upon the state of 
sanity of an individual whom the psychiatrist h* already declared insane. The Individual, himself, L< unable to corplain, and 
his fa mi ly, u will be covered later, Li already discredited by the occurence of Insanity to (heir rfadsu There mu it be no 
other adjudicators of insanity, other wise It could be disclosed that the brutalities practiced in the name of neaments are not 
therapeutic, 

A psycho political operative has no interest Ih "therapeutic me am" or "cures". The greater qu mb er of Insane in the country 
where He 1# operating, the larger numb er of the populace will com e under his view, and the greater will become his facilities. 
Because the problem it apparently mounting into uncontrollable heights he can more and more operate in an atmo sphere of 
emn^eacy, which again excuses hts use of such treatments as electric shock, the prefrontal lobotomy , trans-orbiui teucoiomy, 
and other operations long since practiced in Russia on ,p£3ltica! prisoners. 

It is to the interest of the psycho political operative that the possibility of curing the insane be outlawed and ruled out at 
all tines. For the sake of obedience on the pert of the population and ihotr general reaction, a level of brutality must, at all 
com, be maintained. Only in this way can the absolute judgement of the psychopolitical operative as to the saalry or Insanity 
of public figures be maintained in complete belief. Using sufficient brutality upon their patients, the public at large will 
come to believeetterly anything they say about their palenti, Fur:henrne, and rach more important, the field of the mind 
must be sufficiently dom inated by die psycho political operative :o that wherever tenets of the mind are taught they will be 
hypnotically believed. The paychopolitical operative, having under hH control ail psychology classes in an area, can thus bring 
about a compete re forma ti on of the future leaders of a country in their educational processes, and so prepare them for Com ran Urn. 

To be obeyed, one m ust be believed, If one It sufficiently believed, eme^wlll unqueatlonlngly be obeyed, 

Wh en he H fortunate enough to obtain Into hts hands anyone near to a political or imp ortant figure, this factor of obedience 
become s very Important, A certain amo uni of fear or terror m ict be. engendered in the perron under ueatm ant 10 that this 
perron will then take tm m edlatc orders, com purely aid unquest*oningJy, from the prydwpjlUical operative, and so be able 
to influence the actions of that peiicr* who is to be reached. 

Bringing about this in re of mind on the part of a populace and its leaden * that a psychopol ideal operative m ust, at all 
times, be believed * could eventually be attended by very good fortune. It l: not too much to hope that psychopolUical operatives 
would then, in a country such as the United States, becora the ran inti mate rdvisors to political figures, even to the point of 
advising the entiilty of a political parly as to Its actlo*ii in an election. 

The long view ti the 1 nportact die w. Belief Is engendered by a certain amount of feat and terror from an author Ira rive 
level, and this will be followed by obedience. 

The general propaganda which would best serve Psycho politica wet:Id be a comir-tl Insistence that certain authoritative 
levels of healing, deemed this or that die correct treatment of insanity. These traaun ecu m uei always Include a certain inrunt 
of brutality* Propaganda should continue and stress the rising Incidence of Inanity in a country, The entire .leld of human 
behaviour, for the benefit of the country, can, at length, be broadened into abnormal behaviour. Thus, anyone Indulging in 
any eccentricity, particularly the eccentricity of combatting ptychc; oil tics could be silenced by the authoritative opinion cn 
the pan of a psychopollrlcal operative diet he was acting In an abnormt fashion, This, with me good fortune, could bring 
the person Into the bands of the psychopoli ileal operative to as to forever more disable him, or to swerve his loyalties by pain- 
drug t$pnoeara 

On the Object of obedueoce itself, the most optim um obedience it unthinking obedience. The command given m ust be 
obeyed without any ratlonalUlog on the part of the subject. The com ra end m ust. therefore, be Implanted below the thinking 
process* of the subject to be influenced, and m unmeet upon hlmtnivch a way ns to bring r.o mental alcrmej* on bis pert, 

tt is in the interest of Psychopotitic* that a population li told that an hypnotized pei:cn will net do anything against Hit will, 
will not commit imroril acts, and wll 1 not act 10 as to endanger himself. Wl tie thifc anay be true of llgj.: f parlour hy¬ 
pnotism , It cetutaly Is not true of com troands Implcnted with the toe of electric shock, diujs, or heavy punishmnv It U counted 
upon tom pletcly that this will be discredited to the general public by pryefcoporifleet operatives, for If It were to be Generally 
known that Individual* would obey commands herrfcil to themselves, end Mould commit ImrcrcEtaa acts v;Mls tinder die Influ¬ 
ence of deep hypnotic commands, the action* of many people working unknowingly I* favor of Com m tuitan-rauld be tco well 
understood. People acting unddr deep hypnotic com mends thvuld be acting apparently of their own vdlrtoo and out of their own 
conviction*. 

The entire subject of pychopoltiicalhypnosts, Psy chop otitic* in general, depends far Its defarse upon eorriinyoys protest 
from authoritative source* that such things arc not possible. And, should anyone umna*k a psycliopoliticalopetaa/e, he should 
once declare the whole thing a physical impossibility, and use hi* authoritative purities to ctiscouni any acguMrion, Should any 
writiogi pf Psycho politic* come to view, it Is only necessary to brand them a hosx end faugh them out of countenance. Thus, 
pvychopotitical Activities arc easy to defend. 
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When psychopolitical activities have reached a In peak* from there on It ti almost Impossible to undo tfj 'or the population 
!j already under the tuieii of obedience to the psychopuiUical operatives and their dupes* The ingredient of obedit. it important* lot 
the complete belief in the psycho political operative renders Mi statement cancelling any challenge about psycho political operations if* 
refutable* The optimum cltcuraiuncei would be to occupy every position which would be consulted by official! on any qeenion or sus¬ 
picion uliJag on the subject of PiychopoUtlc*, Thus* a psychiatric advisor should be placed near to hand In EVERY GOVERNMENT OPER- 
TIOR As all tusphiont would then be referred to him* no action would ever be taken* and the goal of Communism could be realised (a 
that nation, 

PiychopoUtici depends* from the viewpoint of the layman, upon its fantastic aspects. These art its best defense* but above all these 
defenses U Implicit obedience on the part of officials and the general public, because of the character of the psychopolitical operative In 
tite field of healing, 

CHAPTER V 11 

ANATOMY OF STIMULUS - RESPONSE MECHAM1SMS OF MAN 

Mao Is a stimulus 'response animal. His entire reasoning capabilities, even his ethics and itxuali, depend upon stimulus-response 
machinery. This has long been demonstrated by such Russians as Pavlov* and the principles have long been used in handling the recalcitrant* 
in training children* and In bringing about a state of optimum behaviour on the pan of a population. 

Having no independent will of his own* Man is easily handled by stimulus-response mechanisms, fi t* only necessary to Install a stim¬ 
ulus Into the mental anatomy of Man to have that stimulus reactive and respond any time an exterior command source calls It into being* 

The mechanisms of stimulus-response are easily understood, The body takes picture* of etery action In the environment around an 
Individual, When the environment include! brutality, terror* shock, and other inch activities, she raeaal Image picture gained contains 
In itself* at! the ingredient* of the environment. Ii' the Individual* himself, was injured during that moment, the Injury* itself will re¬ 
man! feit when called upon to respond by an exterior command rource* 

As an example of this, if an individual is heated, and Is told during the entirelty of the beating that he must obey certain officials, 
he will* In the future, feel the bcgtnblngs of the pain the moment he begin* to disobey. The installed pain* itself, reacts as a policeman, 
for the experience of the Individual demonstrates to him that he cannot comber* and will receive pain from certain officials. 

The mind can become very complex in its itimulur response*. As easily demonstrated in hypnotiim an entire chain of commands* 
having to do with a great many complex actioos* can be beared, shocked, or terrorized into a mind, and will there lie dormant until called 
Into view by some similarity in the circumstance* of the environment: 10 the incident of punishment. 

The stimulus we call the 'Incident of punishment" where the response mechanism need only contain some (mail pan of the stimulus 
to call into view the mental Image picture, and cause it to exert against the body, the pain sequence. So long as the individual obeys the 
picture* or follows the commands of the itimuiur implantation he it free from pain. 

The behaviour of children I* regulated In this fashion In every civilized country. The father, finding himself unable to bring about 
immediate obedience aod training on the part or his child, resorts to physical violence, and after administering punishment of a phyctial 
nature to the child on several occasion*. U gratified to experience complete obedience on the part □- the dilld each rime the father speaks, 
in that parents are wont to be lenient with their children* they seldom administer sufficient punishment ro bring about entirely optimum 
obedience. The ability of the organism to withstand punishment is bery great. Complete and implicit response can be gained only by 
atimuli sufficiently brutal to actually Injure the organism, The Kossack method of breaking wild hones ti a useful example. The horse 
will not restrain itself or take any of it* rider 4 * commands. The rider, wishing to break it* mount*, and takes a flail: of itiong vodka, 
and smashes It between the horses' ears. The hone* struck to Its knees* in eyes filled with alcohol, mistaking the dampness for blood, 
instantly and thereafter gives Ita attention to the rider and never needs further breaking. Difficulty in breaking horses is only occasioned 
when light publshment* are administered* There is some mawkish sentimentality about "breaking the spirit, 4 * but what is desired here 
1 * an obedient horse, and sufflcnent brutality brings about.an obedient horse. 

The stimulus-response mechanisms of the body are such that the pain and the command subdivide so as to counter each other. The men¬ 
tal Image picture of the punishment will not become effective upon the individual unless the command content li disobeyed* It is pointed 
out in many Russian writings that this if a survival mechanism. It has already been well and thoroughly used In the survival of Communism. 

It is only necessary to deliver into the organism a sufficient stimulus to gain an adequate re*pome. So long a* the organism obey* the 
ill multi* whenever li is resrtmuiited In the future, it doe* not suffer from the pain of the stimulus. But should it disobey the command con¬ 
sent of the itimulus, the stimulus react* to punish the Individual, Thus, wc have an optimum circumstance, and one of the basic principle! 
of PsychopoUtiei. A sufficiently installed stimulus will thereafter remain a* a police mechanism within the individual to came him to follow 
the command] and directions given to him* Should he fall to follow (hero commands and directions, thestimului mechanism will go into 
action. At the commands ate there with the moment of duress, the commands themselves need never be repeated, and If the Individual 
were to depart thousands of miles away from the psyc hope Uric at operative, he will still 'obey the psychopolitical operative* or, himself, 
become extremely 111 and In agony. These principles, built from the earliest day* of Pavlov, by constant and continuous Russian de¬ 
velopment, have, at last* become of enormous use to u* In our conquest. For less modem and well-informed countries of Earth, lack¬ 
ing this mechanism, failing to understand it* and coaxed into somnolence by our own pychopolltical operative*, who discount and dis¬ 
claim it, cannot avoid succumbing to tL 


The body ii let! able ro relist a stimulus If li has Insufficient food and I* weary. Therefore* It Is neceswry to administer 
•II such stimuli to Individuals when their ability to resist hai been reduced by privation and exhaustion* Refusal to let them 


sleep over many days, denying them adequate food* then 
if the person ii then given an elective shock, and is told 
things, he ha* no choice but to do them, or to re-experience, 


brings about an optimum sure for the reciept of a stimulus* and 
while the shock li In action that be must obey and do certain 
because of till mental image picture of It, the electric shock. This 
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highly scientific and Intensely workable mechanism cannot be ovei-estimated in the practice of pjycho politic*. 

Drugging *he Individual produces in ARTIFICIAL EXHAUSTION, and tf he li drugged, OR SHOCKED AND BEATEAJ, and given a 
string of command*, hli loyalties themselves, can be definitely rearranged, Thli li P, D, H,, or PAIN * DRUG HYPNOSIS* 

The psycho politician In training should be thoroughly studied in the SUBJECT OF HYPNOTISM AND POST * HYPNOTIC SUGGESTION. 

He fcould pay particular aiienrton to the -forgotten mechanism- ASPECT OF HYPNOTISM, WHICH IS TO SAY, IMPLANTATION In the un- 
conic tout mind. He ihould note particularly that a person GIVEN A COMMAND IN A HYPNOTIC STATE, and then told when still IN THAT 
CONDITION TO FORGET IT, WILL EXECUTE IT ON A STIMULUS - RESPONSE SIGNAL IN THE ENVIRONMENT AFTER HE HAS -AWAKENED" 
FROM HIS HYPNOTIC TRANCE. 

Hiving mastered there detail* fully, he ihould, BY PRACTICING UPON CRIMINALS AND PRISONERS, OR INMATES AVAILABLE TO 
HIM, PRODUCE THE HYPNOTIC TRANCE ST DRUGS, AND DRIVE HOME POST * HYFNOTIC SUGGESTIONS BY PAJN ADMINISTERED TO 
THE DRUGGED PERSON. He ihould then itudy reaction* of the person when "awakened" and ihould give him the stimulus-response signal 
which would throw Into action die threshold dosages of various drugs, and the amount of DURESS IN TERMS OF ELECTRIC SHOCK OR AD¬ 
DITIONAL DRUG SHOCK NECESSARY to produce die optimum obedience to the command*. He ihould also satisfy hi mid f that there ti no 
possible method known to Man - there merit be no possible method known to Man * of bringing the patient Into awareness of what ha* 
happened to him* keeping him in a stare of obedience and response while Ignorant of lo cause* 

USING CRIMINALS AND PRISONERS, the psychopoHleal operative in training ihould then experiment with DURESS In die absence of 
privation*, administering ELECTRIC SHOCKS, BEATINGS AND TERROR-INDUCING TACTICS, atcompalned by the *ame mechanisms a* 
dioie employed In bypncSim, and watch the conduct of the person when no longer under dure**. 

The operative in training ihould carefully remark those who show a tendency to protest, so that he may recognize peifble recovery of 
memory of the command* Implanted* Purely for his own education, he should then satisfy himself a* to the efficacy of BRAIN SURGERY 
IN DISABLING THE NON-RE SPONSIVE PRISONER. 

The boldness of the psychopoll deal operative can be Increased markedly by permitting person* who have been given pa In-drug hypnoit* 
who have demonstrated symptom* of rebelling or recalling into the society eh observe how the lavel or "Insanity" discredit* and discount* 
the statement* of the person. Exercise* In bringing about insanity seizures AT WILL, limply by demonstrating a signal to persons upon whom 
pain-drug hypnosis ha* been used, and exercises In making the seizure* come about through talking to certain person* in certain place* 
and times ihould be used, 

BRAIN SURGERY, as developed in Russia, ihould also be praedeec by the psychopollilcal operative in training, gp give him full con¬ 
fidence to 1) the CRUDENESS WITH WHICH IT CAN BE DONE, 2) the certainty of erasure of the stimulus - response mechanism Itself, 

S) the production of Imbecility, Idoty, and dii-coordination on the part of the patient, and 1) the small amount of comment which 
CASUALTIES IN BRAD* SURGERY OCCASION* 

EXERCISES IN SEXUAL ATTACK ON PATIENTS SHOULD BE PRACTICED BY THE PSYCHOPOUTICAL OPERATIVE TO DEMONSTRATE 
THE INABILITY OF THE PATIENT UNDER PAIN-DRUG HYPNOSIS TO RECALL THE ATTACK, WHILE INDOCTRINATING A LUST FOR 
FURTHER SEttUAL ACTIVITY ON THE FART OF THE PATIENT, Se*, In all Animals, li a powerful motivator, and b no U* so in the an-/«F 
Imal Min, and the occasioning of sexual lit ion between female* of a mrget family and Indicated males* under the control of the complete 
security for the peychcpollifcal operative, thus giving Into his hand* an excellent weapon for the BREAKING DOWN OF FAMILIAL RELATIONS 
AND CONSEQUENT PUBLIC DISGRACES F0T THE PSYCHOPGUTICAL TARGET, 

JUST AS A DOG CAN BE TRAINED, *o can a man be trained. Just as a horse can be trained, so can a man be trained* SEXUAL LUST, 
MASOCHISM, AND ANY OTHER DESIRABLE PERVERSION can be Induced by pain-drug hypnosis and the benefit bf Psychopoltries. 

The change* of loyalties, aUegtences, and sources of command can be occasioned easily by psyobopolitlcal technologic*, and 
THESE SHOULD BE PRACTICE D and understood by the psychopollilcal operative before be begins to tamper with PSYCHOPOLITECAl 
TARGETS OF MAGNTTIDE, The actual simplicity of the subject of pain-drug hypnosis, the use of electric shock, drug*, Inanity-produc¬ 
ing Injection*, and other materials should be masked entirely by technical nomenclature, the protest of benefit to the pattern, by an author¬ 
itarian pose and position, and by CAREFULLY CULTIVATING GOVERNMENTAL POSITIONS IN THE COUNTRY 0EHN£ fCONQUERED. 

Although die psychopolltic fan working In UNIVERSITIES where he can direct the ctimcula of psychology clatse* Is often tempted to 
teach some of the pinciplci of Psychopolltici to the susceptible student* in the p*ychology claues, he must be thoroughly enjoined toljjpit 
hU4oformation in p*ychology classes to the transmittal of the tenets of Communism under the guise of psychology, and must limit his act¬ 
ivities in bringing about a state of mind on the part of the undent* where they will accept Communist tenet* as those of their own action 
and ai modem scientific principles. The psychologi al operative must not, at any dmc, educate students fully in trim ulus-response mec¬ 
hanisms, and must not impart to them, *avc those who will become his fellow- workers* the exact principles of Fiychopolidcs, It U nor 
necessary uo do so, and ft it dangerous, 

CHAPTER V III 

DEGRADATION, SHOCK AND ENDURANCE - 

Degradation and conquest are companion*. 

In order to be conquered, a nation must be degraded, either by acts of war, by being overrun, by being forced Into humiliating treaties 
of peace, or by the treatment of her popu^ce under the armies of the conqueror, However, degradation can be accomplished much more 
Insidiously and much more effectively by consistent and continual defamation. 

Defamation is the best and foremost weapon of Psycho poll dci on the broad field. Continual and constant degradation of nat - 
tonal leaden, national Institutions, national practices, and national heroes must be systematically carried out, but this Is the 
chief function of Communistic Fatty Member*, In general, oot the psycho politician. 

The realm of defamation and degradation of the psychopolltici an It Man himself. By attacking the character and morals of 
Man himself, Ind by bringing about, through contamination of youth, * general degraded feeling, command of the populace 
Is facilitated u> a very marked degree. 
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There is a curve of degradation which leads downward to a point where ihe enduiahce of an individual ii almost at end, and any Hidden 
aciiM Howard him wlU place him la a irate of shock, pmllarly, a soldier held prisoner can be abused, denied, defamed, and degraded until 
the slightest morion on the part of hit captors will cauc him to flinch* Similarly* the Slightest word on the part of hit cap tore will cause 
to obey* or vary hti loyalties and beliefs Given tals fellow < countrymen In the tame stockade* Experiments on German prisoners have lately 
demonstrated that only after seventy days of filthy food* little sleep, and nearly untenable quarters* that the least motion toward the prisoner 
would bring about a state of shock beyond bli endurance threshold* and would cause Mm to by priori city receive anything said to him. Thus, 
it is possible in an entire stockade of prisonen, to the number of thousands* to bring about a state of complete servile obedience, and without 
the labor of personally addressing each one, to pervert their loyalties and Implant in them adequate commands to Inline their future conduct, 
even when released tc their own people* 

By lowerln^ the endurance of a person, a group, or a nation, and by constant degradation and defamation, ft is possible to Induce, thus, t 
a state of shock which will receive adequately any command given* 

The first thing d be degraded tn any nation t* the state of Man, himself* Nations which have hi^h ethical tone are difficult to conquer* 
Their loyalties are hatd to shake* their allegiance to thttr leaders (> fanatical, and what they usually cull their spiritual integrity cannot be 
violated by duress. 1c ii not efficient to attack a nation In such a frame of mind. It is the basic purple of Psycho poll ties to reduce that sate 
of mind to a point where it can be ordered and enabved* Thus, the first target Is Man, himself, He must be degraded from a spiritual being 
to an animalistic reaction pattern* He roust think of himself ai an animal, capable only of animalistic reactions. He must no longer think 
of himself, or of his fellows, as capable of * spiritual endurance," or nobility* 

The best approach toward degradation in its first stages is the propaganda of "scientific approach" to Man* Man must be consistently 
demonstrated to be a mechanism without Individuality* and It must be educated into a populace under attack that Man's individualistic re* 
actions are the product of mental derangement, The populace must be brought into the belief that every Individual within U who rebels tn 
any way, shape, or form against efforts and activities to enslave the whole, must be considered to be a deranged person whose vccenoicities 
are new otic or (mane* anJ who must have at once the treatment of a psychopoll del an. 

An optimum condition in such a program of degradation would address Itself to the military forces of the nation, and bring them rapidly 
away from any other belief than that the disobedient one must be subjected to HH mental treatment, " An enslavement of a population can fall 
only If these rebellious individuals are left to ereft their Individual Influences upon their fellow citizens* sparking them Into rebellion, call¬ 
ing imo account tbeir nob l Uriel and freedoms. Unless these restless individuals are stamped out and given Into the hands of psych opo ltd cel 
operatives early in the eooquest, there will be nothing but gouble as the cohqueit continue*. 

The officials of the government, itupfemi, readers, partaken of entertainment, must all be Indktrinated* by whatever means* into she 
complete belief rh*:t the restless* the ambitions* the natural leaders* are suffering from environmental maladjustments, which can only be 
healed by recourse to pt^cho^ollticfll operatives Id the guise of menial healers. 

By thus degrading the general belef in the tutus of Man it fi relatively simple, with co-operation from the economic salients being 
driven into the country, to drive citizens apart, one from another* to bring about a question of the wisdom of their own government, and to 
cause them to actively beg for enslavement. 

The educational programs of Psycho poll tics must, at every hand, seek out the levels of youth who will become the leaden In the count 
ty'» future, and educate them Into the belief of the animalistic nature of Man* This must be made fashionable. They must be taught to frowu 
upoo Ideas, upon individual endeavor. They must be taught, above all things, that the salvation of Man Is to be found only by fall adjusting 
through fy to this environment. 

This educational program in the field of Ptychopollric* can best be followed by bringing about a compulsory training in some subject 
such as psychology or other mental practice, and ascertaining that each broad program of psychopollrical training be supervised by a paychla- 
cist who Is a trained psychopolitical operative. 

As li seems in foreign nations that the church Is the most ennobling influence, wacta inJ every branch and activity of each and every ; . 
ehuicb* must, one way or another* be discredited. Religion must become unfashionable by demcnstia ring broadly, through paycfacpolirieil 
Indoctrination, drat the soul is non-existent, and that Man *ia an animal. The lying mechanisms of Christianity lead men to foollghly brave 
deeds. By teichbagjthem that there ti a life hereafter, the liability of courageous acts, while living. It thus lessened, The liability of any 
act muse be markedly increased If a populace U to be obedient. Thus, there must be no funding belief in the church, and the power of the 
church must be denied at every hand. 

The paychopolldeal operative, in hta program of degradation* should at all times bring Into question any family which is deeply tjalig- 
ious, and, should any neurosis or Insanity be occasioned in that family, ro blame and hold responsible their religious connections for the neu¬ 
rotic or psychotic condition. Re 1 Igloo roust be made synonymous with neurosis and psychosis. People who are deeply religious would be less. 
and less held responsible for drib own sanity, and should more and more be relegated to the mlnmariom of psychopolitical operatives. 

By perverting the Institutions of a nation and bringing about a general degradation, by Interfering with the economics of a nation to the 
degree shat privation and depression come about, only minor shocks will be necessary to produce, on die populace as a whole, an obedient 
reaction or in hysteria. Thyj. the mere threat of war, the me re threat of aviation bombings* could cause the population to sue Instantly for 
peace. It Is a long and arduous road for the psycho political operative to achieve this state of mind on the part of a whole nation, but no more 
than twenty or thirty years should be necessary In the entire program. Having to hand, as we do, weapons with which to accomplish the goal. 

CHAPTER IX 

THE ORGANIZATION OF MENTAL HEALTH CAMPAIGNS 

Psychopoltricat operatives should at all times be alert to the opportunity to organize "for the betterment of the community" mental 
health clubs or groups. By thus inviting die co-operation of the population as a whole In mental health programs, the tenors of mental'ab¬ 
erration cari be disseminated throughout the populace. Furthermore, each one of these mental health groups, properly guided, can bring 
at last, legislative pressure against the government to secure adequately the petition of the psycho political op rative, and to obtain for him ; 
government to finance Its own downfall. 

Mental health organizations mutt carefully delete from their ranks anyone actually proficient In the handling or treatment of mental I 1 ?** 
health. Thus must be excluded priests* mini iters, actually trained psychoanalysts, good hypnotists* or trained Diane rlclsu. These, with 
some cognizance on the subject of mental aberration and Its treatment* and with some experience tn observing the mentally deranged, if ■ 

allowed frequency within Institutions, and If permitted to receive literature, would, sooner or later, become suspicious of the activities en¬ 
gaged upon by the psycho political operative* These must be defamed anc excluded as "untrained* * "unskillful,*' "quacks*" or perpetra¬ 
tors of hoaxes," 

No mental hcalgh movement with actual goals of mental therapy should be continued in existence itiv'a djl nation.. For instance, the 
toe of Chinese acupuncture In the treatment of mental and phystcUI derangement must* In China* be stamped out and discredited thoroughly, 
as it has some efficacy, and* more importantly, la pectitiouert understand, through long conversation with it, many of the principles of 
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of actual mental health and aberration. 

In the field of mental health, the psychopoUilcian must occupy, and continue to occupy, through various arguments, the authoritative 
position on the subject. There is always the danger that problems of mental health may be resolved by some individual or group, which might 
then derange the program of the psychopolitical operative..In his mental health clubs. 

City officials, socialites, and other unknowing Individuals, on the subject of mental health, should be invited to full co-operation in 
the activity of mental health groups. But the entirety of this activity should be to finance better facilities for the psychopolitician. To these 
groups it must be continually messed that (he entire subject of mental Illness is so complex that none of them, certainly, could understand 
any part of It. Thus, the club should be kept on a social and financial level. 

Where groups Interested in the health of the communky have already been formed, they should be infiltrated and taken over, and if 
this is oot possible, they should be discredited and debarred, and the officialdom of the area should be Invited to sump them our as dangerous. 

When an hostile (jroup dedicated to menu! health U discovered, the psychopollticlan should have recourse to the medhanlsms of peyote, 
mescaline, and latex drugs w.iich cause temporary Insanity. He should send persons, preferably those well under his control, into the menul; 
health group, whether Christian Science or Dianetics of faith preachers to demonstrate their abilities upon this new person. These, In demon¬ 
strating their Abilities, wiilusually act with enthusiasm. Midway in the course of their treatment, a quiet inflection of peyote, mescaline, or 
other drug, or an electric shock, will produce the symptoms of Insanity In the patient which has been sent to the urget group. The patient 
thus demoostragng momentary insanity should Immediately be teported to the police and taken away to some area of incarceration managed 
by psycbopolitical operatives, and so placed out of sight. Officialdom will thus come into a belief that this group drives Individuals insane by 
their practices, and the practices of the group will then be despised and prohibited by law. 

The values of a widespread menul health organization are manifest when one realizes that any government can be forced to provide 
(acuities for psychopolitlcal operatives in die form of psycidetrlc wa;di in all hospluls, in national institutions totally in the hands of psy- 
chopolidcal operatives, andjln the esubiiihmem of cllnicj where youth can be contacted and arranged more seemingly to the purposes of 
Psychopolitids. 

Such grou;* form a political force, which can then legalize any law or authority desired for the psychopolitical operative. The se¬ 
curing of authority over such menul health organizations is done mainly by appeal to education, A psychopollticlan should make sure that 
those psychiatrists be controls, those psychologists whom be has under his orcers, have been trained for an excessively long pslod of time. 

The longer the training period which can be required, the affer the psychopolltical program, since no new group of practitioners can arise to 
disclose and dUraay psychopolltical programs. Furthermore, the groups themselves cannot hope to obtain any full knowledge of the subject, 
not having behind them many, many years of intensive training. 

Vienna has been carefully maintained aa the home of Psychopolltlci, since it was the home of Psychoanalysis, Although our activities 
have long since dispersed any of the gains made by Freudian groups, and have uken over these groups, the proximity of Vienna to Russia, 
where Piychopollrtci Is operative abroad, and the necessity "for further study" by psychopolltical operatives in the birthplace of Psychoanalysis, 
makes periodic oontacts with headquarters possible. Thus, the word "psychoanalysis" must be stressed at all times, and must be pretended to 
be a thorough pan of the psychiatrist's (raining. 

Psychoanalysis has the very valuable potcsslon of a vocabulary, and a workability which is sufficiently poor to avoid recovery of psycho- 
political implantations. It can be made fashionable throughout Mental health organizations, and by learning its patter, and by believing they 
see some of its phenomena, the members of menul health groups can believe themselves conversant with mentalheAlth. Because Its stress is 
sex. It Is, Itself, an adequate defamation of character, and serves the purposes of degradation well. Thus, (n organizing mental health groups 
the literature furnished such groups should be psychoanalytical In nature. 

If a group of persons interested In suppressing juvenile delinquency, in caring for the insane, and the promotion of psychopolltical pro¬ 
gram Is assured, since these groups seem to represent a large segmert of the population. By releasing continued propaganda on the subject 
of dope addiction, homosexuality, and depraved conduct on the pax of the young, even the judges of a country can become suborned into 
reading violently against the youth of the country, thus mls-allgntng and aligning the support of youth. 

The communication lines of psychopolitics. If such mental health organizations can be well established, can thus run from its most 
prominent citizens to its government. It is not too much to hope that the influence of such groups could bring about a psuchiatric v/ard In 
every hospital In the land, and psychiatrists in every company and regiment of the nation's army, and w.iole government institutes manned 
entirely by psychopolitlcal operatives, into which ailing government officials could be placed, to the advantage of the psychopolitician. 

I * a psychiatric ward could be established in every hospital In every city In a nation, it is certain that, at one time or another, every 
prominent citizen of that nation could coroe under the ministrations of psychopolltical operatives or their dupes. 

The validation of psychiatric position In the armed forces and security-minded Institutions of the nation under conquest could bring 
about a flow and fund of Information unlike any other program which could be conceived. If every pilot who flies a new plane cou Id come 
under the questioning ofa psychbpoUdclao, if the compiler of every plan cf military action could thus come under the review of psypolt- 
tical operatives, the simplicity with which Information can be extracted by the use of certain drugs, without the After-knowledge of the ff-*> 
soldier, would entirely cripple any overt action toward Communtsm. If the nation could be educated into turning over to psychopolltical 
operatives every recalcitrant or rebellious soldier, it would lose its best fighters. Thus, the advantage of menul health organizations can 
be seen, for these, by cxerdng an apparent public pressure against die government, can achieve these ends and goals. 

The financing of a psychopolitical operation Is Jifflcult unless it Is done by the citizens and government. Although vast sums of money 
can be obtained from private patients, and from relatives who wish persons put av/ay, (t Is, nevertheless, difficult to obtain millions, un¬ 
less the government Itself is co-operatfeg. The co-operation of the government to obtain these vast sums of money Is best obtatned by the 
organization of menul health groups composed of leading citizens, and who bring their lobbying abilities to bea§ against the nation's 
gogemmenu This can be financed many programs, which might orherwlse have to be laid aside by the psychopd, iticlan. 

The psychopolltical operative should bend consistent and continual effort toward forming and continuing in action innumerable 
menul health groups. 

The psychopollticianjhould also spare no expense in smashing out of existence, by whatever means, any actual healing group, such 
as that of acupuncture. In China; such as Christian Science, Dlanetics and faith healing. In the United S aces; such as Catholicism in Iuly 
and Spain; and the practical psychological groups of England. 

* CHAPTER X 

CONDUCT UNDER FIRE 

The psychopollticlan may well find himself under anack as an trdlvlduai or a member of a group. He may be atucked as a Commun¬ 
ist, through some leak in the organization, he may be atucked for malpractice. He may be atucked by the families of people whom he hat 
Injured. In all eases his conduct of (he situation should be calm and aloof. He should have behind him the authority of many yean of train¬ 
ing, and he should have participated fully in the building of defeases in the field bf insanity which give him the only statement as to the con 
ditloRi of the mind. 

If he has not done his work well, hoi rite feeling groups may expose an individual psychopoUilcian. These may call Into question the 
efficacy of psychiatric treatment such as shock, drugs, and brain surgery. Therefore, the psychopolitician must have to hand innumerable 
documents which assert enormously encouraging figures on the subject of recovery by reason of shock, brain surgery, drugs, and general 
treatment. Not one of these cases cited need be real, but they should be documented andprimed in such a fashion as to form excellent court 
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evidence. 

When bU allegiance U attacked, the p«ychapolitical operative should explain his connection with Vienna on tb* grounds that Vienna 
ti die place of study for all important mat ten of the mind. More importantly, he should rule into icom. by reason of his authority, the 
sanity of the person attacking him, and if the paychcpoilrical arebivesof the country are adequate many defamarbry dau can be.unearthed 
and presented u a rebuttal. 

Should anyone attempt to expose psychotherapy ai i psychopoUtical activ^, the best defense is calling into question the sanity of the 
attacker. The next best defense is authority. The next best defense is a validation of psychiatric practices tn terms of long and trapresitve 
figures* The next best defense It the actual removal of the a tucker by giving him, or them, treatment sufficient to bring about a period of 
Insanity for rhe duration of the trial* This, more than anything else, would discredit them, but ft U dangerous to practice this* in the ex" 
uerne. 

Psychopotides should AVOID MURDER AND VIOLENCE, unless it li done in the safety of the institution* on persons who have been pro- 
v n to be Insane, Where imdturion death! appear to be unnecessary, or to rise in ^unreasonable number," political capital might be made 
of this by city officials or legislature. If the psychopolidctan has, himself, or If his group ha done a thorough fob, defamatory data con* 
cemlng the person, or connections, of the would-be attacker dhould be cn file, should be documented, and should be used tn such a way 
as to discourage die inquiry. 

After a period of Indoctrination, a country will expect insanity to be met by PSYCHOPOLITICAL VIOLENCE, PiychopeUUcai activities 
should become the only recognised treatment for insanity. Indeed, iMs can be extended to iuch a length that U could be made illegal for 
ELECTRIC SHOCK AND ERR IN SURGERY TO B£ OMITTED IN THE TREATMENT OF A PATIENT. 

la order u defend psychopolitical activities, a great complexliy should be made of psychiatric, psychoanalytical! and psychological 
technology, Any hearing should be burdened by terminology too difficult to be transcribed easily, A great deal should be made out of such 
terms as schizophrenia, paranoia, and other relatively undeflnable states. 

foych apolitical tests need not necessarily be in agreement, one to another, where they are available to the public* Various typer of 
insanity should be characterized by difficult terms. The actual state should be made obscure* but by this verbiage It can be built Into the 
oirt or Investigating mind that a scientific approach exists and that it is too complex for him to understand* It Is not to be Imagined that 
a Judge or a committee of investigation should inquire too deeply into the subject of Insanity, since they, themselves, pan of the Indoc¬ 
trinated masses, are already intimidated if the psyctappolirtcal activity has caused Itself to be well*documented in terms of horror in mag¬ 
azines. 

In case of a hearing or trial, the ecrrtbleneis o. Insanity tuelf, its threat to the society, should be exaggerated until the court or com¬ 
mittee believes that the jay chopoli deal operative U vitally necessary in his post and should not be hanassed for Vie activities of persons 
who are irrational 

An immediate attack upon the sanity of the attacker before any possible hearing cah take place is the very ben defense* It should be¬ 
come well-known that "only the insane attack psych la uisis." The by-word should be built Into the society that paranoia is a condition "in 
which the individual believes he is being attacked by Communists." It will be found that this defense ts effective. 

Part of the effective defenses should include the entire lack in the society of any real pychotherapy. This must be systematically 
stamped out. since a real psychotherapy might possibly uncover the results of psychopolitical activities. 

Jur 1 1 pi u fence* In a Capita Lis tic nation, U of such clumsiness dm cases are invariably tried in (heir newspapers. We have handled 
these things much better In Russia, and have uniformly brought people to trial with full confession! already arrived at (being Implanted) 
before the trial took place. 

Should any whisper, or pamphlet* agaltut psycho politic al activities be published, it should be laughed (mo scorn, branded an im¬ 
mediate hoax, and Its perpetrator or publisher should be, at the first opportunity, branded as Insane, and by the use of drugs the Insanity 
should be confirmed. 

CHAPTER XI 

THE USE OF PSYCHOPOOITICS IN SPREADING COMMUNISM 

Reactionary nations are of such a composition that they attack a word without understanding it* As the conquest of a nation by Com - ^ 
murtfsm depends upon imbuing Its population with communistic tenets, it is nor necessary that the term "Communism' be applied at first 
to the educative measures employed. 

As an example. In the United States we have been able to alter the workdof William James, and others* into a mote acceptable 
pattern* and to place the tenets of Kail Marx, Pavlov* Lamarck, and the data of Dialectic Materialism Into the textbooks of psychology* 
to such a degree that anyone thoroughly studying psychology BECOMES AT ONCE A CANDIDATE to acdeli she reasonable ness of Comm¬ 
unism. AS EVERY CHAIR OF PSYCHOLOGY IN THE UNITED STATES IS OCCUPIED BY PERSONS IN OUR CONNECTION, or who can be 
influenced by persons In our connection, the consistent employment of such texts h guaranteed. They are given the authoritative ring, 
and they are carefully taught. 

Constant pressure In the legislatures of the United States can Sing a our legislation to the effect that every student attending a high 
school or university must have classes In psychology. 

Educating broadly the educated strata of the populace Into the tenets o i Communism Is thus rendered tela lively easy* and when 
the choice is given them whether to continue in a Capitalistic or a Communistic condition, they will see* suddenly, tn Communism, 
much more reasonability than in Capitalism* which will now be of out own definition. 

CHAPTER X 1 I 
VIOLENT REMEDIES 

As populaces, in general, understand that a violence is necessary In the handling of the insane* VIOLENT REMEDIES SEEM TO BE 
REASONABLE, Surfing from a relatively low Level of violence, ibcb as strait-jackets and other imratna, it It relatively easy to encroach 
upon the public diffidence for violence by adding more and mote cruelty into the treatment of the Inane, 

By Increasing the brutality of "treatment", the public expectance of such treatment will be aislsted, and the protest of tbe Individual 
10 whom the treatment it given is IMPOSSIBLE, since immediately after the TREATMENT HE IS INCAPABLE, The family of die individual 
under treatment is suspect for having had In its mldat* already, an insane person* The family's protest should be discredited 

THE MORE VIOLENT THE TREATMENT, THE MCRE COMMAND VALUE THE psychopoltitcal Operative will accumulate. BRAIN 
OPERATIONS SHOULD BECOME STANDARD AND COMMONPLACE, While the figures of actual deaths should be repressed wherever 
possible* nevertheless, it is of no great concern to the psycho politician that many deaths do occur. 

Gradually, the public should be educated INTO ELECTRIC SHOCK, first by believing that if U VERY THERAPEUTIC* then by be¬ 
lieving dm it is quieting, then by being Informed THAT ELECTRIC SHOCK USUALLY INJURES THE SPINE AND TEETH, AND FINALLY, 
THAT IT VERY OFTEN KILLS OR AT LEAST BREAKS THE SPINE AND REMOVES, VIOLENTLY, THE TEETH OF THE PATIEUT, It l! 
very dOubtTul if anyone from the lay level! of the public COULD TOLERATE THE OBSERVATION OF A SINGLE ELECTRIC SHOCK TR*AYE¬ 
MENI, CERTAINLY THEY COULD NOT TOLERATE WITNESSING A PREFRONTAL LOBOTOMY OR TRANS-ORBITAL LEUCOTGMY, However 
they ihauld be brought up to a level where this t* possible, where it ii the EXPECTED TREATMENT* and where the details, of the treatment 
Itself CAN BE MADE KNOWN* THUS TO THE INCREASE OF PSYCHOPOLITICAL PRESTIGE, 
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THE MORE VIOLENT THE TREATMENT, the more command value the psychopolltical operative will accumulate. 

BRAIN OPERATIONS AiOUlD BECOME STANDARD AND COMMONPLACE. While die figures of actual deaths should 
be repressed wherever possible, nevertheless It is of no great concern to the psychopolltlclan that many deaths do 
occur. 

Gradually, the public should be educated INTO ELECTRIC SHOCK, first by believing that It is very therapeutic, 
then by believing that It Is quieting, then by being Informed that electric shock usually Injures the SPINE AND 
TEETH, and finally, that It very often kills or at least breaks the SPINE AND REMOVES, VIOLENTSLY, THE TEETH 
OF THE PATIENT. It Is very doubtful If anyone from the lay levels of the public could tolerate the observation 
OF A SINGLE ELECTRIC SHOCK TREATMENT. Certainly they could not TOLERATE WITNESSING A PREFRONTAL 
LOBOTOMY OR TRANS-ORBITAL LEUCOTOMY. However, they should be« brought up to a level where this (s poss¬ 
ible, where It Is THE EXPECTED TREATMENT, and where the details, of the treatment Itself can be made known, 
thus to the Increase of psychopollrtcal prestige. 

THE MORE VIOLENT THE TREATMENT, THE MCRE HOPELESS INSANITY WILL SEEM TO BE. 

The society should be worked up to the level where every recalcitrant young man can be brought into court 
and assigned to a psychopolltical operative, be given electric shocks, and REDUCED INTO UNIMAGINATIVE 
DOCILITY FOR THE REMAINDER OF HIS DAYS. 

By continuous and Increasing advertising of the violence of treatment, the public will at last come to tolerate 
the creation of iomble conditions to such a degree that they will probably EMPLOY ZOMBIES. IF GIVEN TO THEM. 

Thus a large strata of society, particularly that which was rebellious, can be reduced to the service of the psycho- 
politician. 

By various means, a public must be convinced, at least, that insanity can only be met by SHOCK, TORTURE, 
DEPRIVATION, DEFAMATION, DISCRED1TATION, VIOLENCE, MAIMING, DEATH. PUNISHMENT IN ALL ITS 
FORMS. The society, at the same time, must be educated into the belief, of increasing Insanity within Its ranks. 

This creates an emergency, and places the psychopolltlclan In a SAVIOUR ROLE, and places htai, at length, (n 
charge of the society. 

CHAPTER X 121 

THE RECRUITING OF PSYCHOPOLITICAL DUPES 

The psychopolttlcel dupe Is a well-trained Individual who serves In complete pbcdlence the psychopolldcal oper¬ 
ative. 

In that nearly all persons In training are expected to undergo a certain amount of treatment In any field of the 
mlod, it Is oot too difficult to ^rsuade persons in the field of mental healing to submect themselves to mild or 
minor drugs or shock. If this can be done, a psychological dupe on the basis of patn-drug hypnosis can immediately 
result. 

Recruitment into the ranks of "mental healing" can best be done by carefully bringing to it only those healing 
students who are, to some slight degree, already depraved, or who have been "treated" by psychopoltrlcal oper¬ 
atives. 

Recruitment Is effected by making the field of mental healing VERY ATTRACTIVE, FINANCIALLY, AND SEXUALLY. 

The amount of promiscuity WHICH CAN BE INDUCED IN MENTAL PATIENST can work definitely to the advantage of 
the psychopoltrlcal recruiting agent. The dupe can thus be Induced into many lurid SEXUAL CONTACTS, AND THESE, 
PROPERLY WITNESSED, CAN THEREAFTER BE USED AS BLACKMAIL material to assist any failure of pain-drug hypnoibs 
in causing him to execute orders. 

THE PROMISE OF UNU14ITED SEXUAL OPPORTUNITIES, THE PROMISE OF COMPLETE DOMINION OVER THE 
BODIES AND MINDS OF HELPLESS PATIENTS, THE PROMISE OF COMPLETE LAWLESSNESS WITHOUT DETECTION, 

CAN THUS ATTRACT TO "MENTAL HEALING" MA NY DESIRABLE RECRUITS WHO WILL WILUNGLU FALL IN LINE 
WITH PSYCHOPOUTICAL ACTIVITIES. 

In that the psychopollticiAn has under his control the Insane of the nation, most of them have criminal tendencies, 
tod as he can, as his movement goes forward, recruit for hts ranks THE CRIMINALS THEMSELVES, he has unlimited 
numbers OF HUMAN BEINGS TO EMPLOY ON WHATEVER PROJECT HE MAY SEE FIT, In that the Insane will execute 
DESTRUCTIVE PROJECTS WITHOUT QUESTION, if given the proper amount of punishment and Implantation, the de¬ 
gradation of the country's youth, the defamation of its leaders, the suborning of its couru becomes chlldllshly eash. 

The psychopolltlctan has the advantage of naming as a delusory symptom any attempt on the part of a patient 
to expose commands. 

The paychopollticlan should carefully adhere to Institutions and should eschew private practice whenever possible, 
since this gives him the greatest NUMBER OF HUMAN EEINGS TO CONTROL to the use of Communism. When he does 
act in private practice. It whould be only in contact with the families of the wealthy and the OFFICIALS of the country. 

CHAPTER X I V 

THE SMASHING OF RELIGIOUS GROUPS 

You must know that until recent!,rimes the compoete subject of menial derangement, whether ao light as simple 
worry or to heavy as insanity, was the sphere of activity of the church and only the church. 

Traditionally In clvllleed nations and barbaric ones the priesthood alone had in complete charge the mental con¬ 
dition of the cltlten. As a matter of great concern to the psychopollUclan this tendency still extsu In every public 
in the Western World and scientific Inroads Into this sphere has occurred only In official and never In public quarters. 

The magnificent tool welded for us by Wundt would be as nothing if it were not for official Insistence in civilised 
countries that "scientific practices" be applied to the problem of the mind. Without this official insistence or even 
If it relapsed for a moment, the masses would grasp stupidlly for (he priest, the minister, the clergy when mental 
condition came in question. Today In Europe and America "scientific practices* In the field of the mind would not 
last moments If not enforced enttely by officialdom.

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Itinuit be carefully bidden that the Incidence of insanity hai increased only since these ’'scientific practicer" were 
applied* Great remarks must be made of *Ae pace of modem living" andoAer myths as Ac cause of the increased

any kind (hall be tolerated afoot to permit the pebllc tendency toward the church Its way* If given their beads, if 
left to themselves to decide, Independent of officialdom, where they would place their detanked loved ones the public 
wo old choose religious sanitariums and would avoid as If plagued places y/here "scientific practices* prevail. 

Given any slightest endouragemenr, public support would swing on an Instant all mental healing Into the hands of 
the churches* And Acte are Churches witting to receive It, clever churches. That terrible monster the Roman 
Catholic Church still dominate mental healing heavily throughout the Christian world and their well schooled priests 
are always at work Turn die public Aelr way. Among Fundamentalist and Pentecostal groups healing campaigns 
are conducted, which» because of their results, win many to the cult of Christianity* In the field of pure healing the 
Church of Christ Science of Boston, Maiwchuatts ex cells In commanding Ae public favor and operates mioy sanitar¬ 
iums, AU these roust be swept aside. They must be ridiculed and defamed and every cure they advertise must be 
asserted as a hoax. A full fifth of a psycho poll it clan’s time should be devoted to i mashing these threats. Just as In 
Russia we bid to destroy, after many, many years of the most arduous work, the Church, so we must destroy Alt 
FAITHS IN NATIONS MARKED FOR CONQUEST. 

Insanity mutt be made to hound the footsteps or every priest and practitioner* HU best result! must be turned to 
Jib be ring insanities no matter what means we have to use. 

You need not care what effect you have upon Ac public. Tile effect you care about Is the one upon officials. 

You must recruit every agency of the nation marked for slaughter into a foaming hatetd of religious heating. You 
must tubome district attorneys and Judges Into an intense belief as fervent as an ancient faith in God that Christian 
Sicence or any other religious practice which might devotde itself to mental healing is vicious, bad, insahity-causing, 
publicly bated and Intolerable. 

You must suborae and recruit any medical heating organization into collusion in this campaign. You must appeal 
to their avarice and even their humanity to Invite their cooperation in smashing all religious healing and A us, to our 
end, care of the Insane* You must see that iudv weteties have only qualified Communist-Indocirlnees as their advisors 
in All matter.

CHAPTER XV 

PROPOSALS WHICH MUST BE AVOIDED 

There are certain damaging move men a which could interrupt a psycho political conquest. These* coming from some 
quarters of Ae country, might gain headway and should be spotted before they do* and stamped out* 

Proposals may be made by large and powerful groups in Ae country to return Ae Insane to Ae cam of Aose who 
have handled mental hearing for trivet and populaces for cemurelt - Ae priest. Any movement to place clergymen 
in charge of Inil mriaai should be fought on Ae gounds of Incompetence and Ae Insanity brought about by religion. 

The most destructive Alng which could happen to a psych apolitical program would be Ae tnvesrtent of Ae ministry 
wltVAb core-of Ae cation's Inline. 

If mental hospitals operated by religious groups are in existence, Aey must be discredited and closed* no matter 
what Ae cose* for it might occur Aat Ae actual figures of recovery In such Institutions would become known, and 
Aet Ae lack of recovery in general hutlunions might be compared to them, end Als might lead to a movement to 
place Ae clergy In charge of Ae insane. Every argument must be advanced early, to overcome any possibility of 
Alt ever occurring, 

A country’s law must carefully be made to AVOID ANY RIGHTS OF PERSON TO THE INSANE, Any suggested 
laws or Constitutional Amendments which make the harming of Ae insane unlawful, should be fought to Ac extreme, 
on Ae grounds Aat only VIOLENT MEASURES CAN SUCCEED. If Ae law were to protect Ae Insane, as It normally 
does, Ae entire psycho political program would very possibly collapse. 

Any movement m Increase or place under surveillance Ae orders required to hospitalize Ae menially ill should be 
discouraged. This should be left entirely in Ae hands of persons well undet Ae control of psycho poll deal operatives. 

It should be done wLA minimum formality, and no recovery of the Insane from an {risk turion shoud be possible BY 
ANY PROCESS Of LAW, Thus, any move mem to edd to Ae legal steps of the processes of COMMITMENT AND RELEASE 
SHOULD BE DISCOURAGED ON THE GROUNDS OF EMERGENCY. To obviate All, Ae best action U to place a ptychli- 
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trie tod detention ward for the mentally 10 IH EVERY HOSPITAL IN A LAND, 

Any writings of i psycho ^olt tical net use, acetden telly disclosing themselves* should be prevented, AO actual 
literature oo the subject of Insanity and lu treatment should be suppressed* first by actual security, and recond by 
complex verbiage which renders It incomprehensible* The actual figures of recovery or dtaih should never be in* 
notmeed in any papers, ANY INVESTIGATION attempting to discover whether or not psychiatry or psychology has 
ever cured anyone should immediately be discouraged and laughed to scorn, and should mobilize at that point all 
psychopolideal operatives, A. first it should be lgnoe d, but if this Is cot possible, the entire we^hi of ALL P5Y- 
CHOPQUTICIANS IN THE NATION SHOULD BE PRESSED INTO SERVICE, Any tactic possible should be employed 
to prevent this bom occurring. To rebut it* technical appearing papers should exist at to the tremendous number 
of cures effected by psychiatry and psychology, and whenever possible, percentages of cures, NO MATTER HOW 
FICTITIOUS, should be worked Into legislative pipers* thus forming a background of * evidence* which would im¬ 
mediately rebut any effort t actually discover anyone who had ever been helped by psychiatry or psychology- 

If rfie Communis tic connections of an psychopolUlclan should become disclosed, It should be attributed to HM 
OWN CARELESSNESS, AND HE SHOULD, HIMSELF* BE IMMEDIATELY BRANDED AS ECCENTRIC within Ms own 
profession* 

Authors of literature which seek to demonstrate the picture of a mclety under complete menial control and duress 
should be helped toward infamy or suicide to discredit their works, 

Aoy^ legislation liberalizing any healing practice tfould be immediately fought and defeated. All healing practices 
should gravitate entirely to authoritative levels, and no other opinions should be admitted, as these might lead to ex¬ 
posure. 

Movements to IMPROVE YOUTH should be INVADED AND CORRUPTED, as this might interrupt campaigns to pro¬ 
duce in youth dell nauency, addle ton, drunkenness, and sexual promise uity. 

Communist workers In the field of newspapers and radio should be protected wherever possible by iirking out of 
action* through Psycho poll tics, any persons consistently attacking them. These, In their turn, should be persuaded 
to give every possible publicity to the benefits of paychopoUtical activities under the heading of "science. * 

No healing group devoted to the mind mjst be allowed to exist within the borders of Russia or its satellites. Only 
well-vouched-for psycho political operatives can be continued In their practice* and this only for the benefit of the 
government or against enemy prisoners. 

Any effort to exclude psychiatrists or psycholoRliu from the armed services MUST BE FOUGHT, 

Any Inquest into the "suicide" or dudden mental derangement of any political leader in a nation must be conducted 
rely by psycho political operatives or their dupes, whether Psychopdailci u responsible or not* 

DEATH AND VIOLENCE AGAINST PERSONS ATTACKING COMMUNISM In a nation should be eschewed AS FOR¬ 
BIDDEN, Violent activity against such persons might bring about rfietr martyrdom. Defamation, and the accusation 
of Insanity, alone should be employed, and they should be brought at last under the ministrations of psychopolirical 
operatives, such as psychiatrists and controlled psychologists, 

CHAPTER X V I 
IN SUMMARY 

In this time of unlimited weapons, and in national antagonisms where atomic war with Capitalistic powers Is 
possible, Psychopol Ides must act efficiently as never efore* 

Any and all programs of Psychopolltics must be Increased to aid and abet the activities of other Communist agents 
throughout the nation In question, 

Che failure of Psycho poll da might well bring about the atomic bombing of the Motherland, If Fry chepoli tits 
succeeds in its mission throughout the Capitalistic nations of the world, there will never be an atomic war, for Russia 
will have subjugated all of here enemies* 

Communism has already spread across one-sixth of the inhabited world, Marxist Doctrines have already penetrated 
die remainder* An extension of the Communist social order is everywhere elctorious* The spread of Communism has 
never been by force of battle, but by conquest of the mind. In psychopolltlcs we have refined this conquest to lu

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Hubbard has identified this booklet as being Issued under the 
Hubbard Dianetics Research Foundation, Box 242, Silver Spring, Maryland. 
The stated purpose of the Foundation is to "study and conduct research in 
the field of human mind and of human thought In action through the medium 
of dianetics, ” which may be likened to psychotherapy with certain differences 
as to method and theory. 


The authenticity of this booklet seems to be of a doubtful nature 
since it lacks documentation of source material and communist words and 
phrases. Also, there are no quotations from well-known communist works 
as normally would be used in a synthesis of communist writings. In addition, 
the author himself admits that he cannot vouch for the authenticity of this 
booklet. 


By definition, psychopolitics is the art and science of asserting 
and maintaining dominion over the thoughts and Loyalties of individuals, 
officers, bureaus, and masses, and the effecting of the conquest of enemy 
nations through "mental healing. ” In order to achieve success, psychopolitics 
makes use of such techniques as electric shock, drugs and hypnosis. It is 
to be noted that these techniques are in general use in reliable mental 
lnstititions in this country. 




Letter to SAC, Los Angeles 


In the editorial notes In this booklet, the author expresses a concern 
over the fact that there is "no law against driving anyone insane. *' He also 
expresses concern over the use of a new drug, LSD, "one-millionth of an 
ounce of which can create insanity." In addition, the author calls for 
legislation which would take the treatment of mental patients out of the 
hands of "European Indoctrinated practitioners. " According to the author, 
treatment of the insane should be placed in the hands of ministers. It appears 
from these statements that the author is expressing primarily a dissatisfaction 
with methods of treatment of mental patients in this country. 

It is felt that this booklet would be of little or no value in connection 
with the Toplev and Security Informant programs. 

The April 24, 1951, issue of the Washington Times-Herald 
reflected that the wife of L. Ron Hubbard, "dianetics founder, " charged 
. that Hubbard was "hopelessly insane" In her petition for divorce filed 
April 23, 1951, in Los Angeles.

"Durant wa* well acquainted with psychiatrist*. He knew their twentieth- century history, their jargon, and 
the powerful position they occupied in THE DEMOCRACY, They, mote that* any Pther single group, had been 
instrumental in promoting the awful degradation of the human spirit not only In America but in all other nations.

parents were brought in for 'serious discussion' about the 'welfare of the child, 1 The real object of these 'discussions 1 
was to discover If the parent* had been teaching the child 'religious super**! ratio ns* or Inculcating him with Urab* 
verslve Ideas. * Quite often father* and mother* of such h?gue ' children received long priton sentences to work 
cam pi and in the mines, and the child entered In a 'school of training, 1 Therefore, a parent would rather have 
been Informed that hit offspring had some fatal disease than to be informed that the little one was not 'adjusting 
himself properly to hi* group' or was showing symptom* of 'schizophrenia, '

intelligence, originality, pride. Independent thought and genius among the children of the subjugated pro* 

U tariat* To The Democracy, these children were a powerful threat, 

’'The children of the privileged groups wen not subjected to this horrible policing and destruct¬ 
ion of the human mind, for they were trained for leadership* over the masses of the people, , , . , 

Durant knew all too well that anonymity la the most dangerous symptom of madness, and that the obliteration of 
personality - the goal of the psychiatrists - results in passivity and uncomplaining and thoughtless docility. 

There was, for die proletariat of the cities, a program of deliberate mental and physical indignity, a future 
of Impotent littleness' without stature, and quiet servitude* The psychiatrists had not only formulated this 
plan but had put in into action* 

"This had no par ailed In history at all. There had, in centuries past, occasionally appeared 
evil men who resorted to murder and torture in order to suppress 'heresy', but they had been concerned only 
with 'ipokeo* horsy* What a man thought in the recesses of his spirit had been of not Importance to old op¬ 
pressors, But in this century of complete madness and slavery, it had become of overwhelming importance 
to the evil men of power that potential 'hersy* should be blotted out in the minds of children so thqt the popu¬ 
lace should be deprived of personality and rendered harmless to their masters. 

"Durant had discovered that there were two kinds of Government psychiatrists; the wild-eyed 
and Intense fanatics who actually believed that they were rendering a service to humanity in the destruction 
of the human Identity, and the cold-eyed cynics who knew very well what they were doing, and why, and 
who enjoyed, with sadistic pleasure, the disintegration they accomplished* These was a quality of hatred 
in them for their fellowman, and a loathing. The first wore zealots, the second, murderers* To Durant, 
the zealot* were the mote dangerous for they were utterly mod* 

. "New recruits to the Minute Men were given ex tensive lectures on tbU subject. They were 

taught the jargon of psychiatry, end they were shown how, over several decades, the psychiatrists became 
so appalling a menace to the people and why tyrants had taken them into their jet vice* These men were 
the new do vils of humanity, the new vampires, the new sorcerers and witch-doctors, the new wickedness 
and degeneration, f4o mores of the past applied to them, no tradition, for, from the beginning* they had 
been men without morality. Good and evil did not exist for them as actual things in themselves. All the 
virtues and disciplines of the human soul had appeared to them only at aberrations and capable of disgusting 
Interpretations. Man, to these men, had no intrinsic grandeur or heroism, no importance ^.a ; iQui t no actual 
dignity, and all hU gods were based on loathsome imaginings or perversions, and all his instincts of Charity, 
kindness, sympathy, compassion and generosity had, ai their roots, some ugly 'suppression* or were mani¬ 
festation* of self-seeking 'exhibitionism, 4 To a godleu, conscienceless and materialistic despotism, the 
psychiatrists* then, were Invaluable.

“No country U free where any single man or group 1* regimented or exploited," wens on Durant* 

“ 'The workingmen, twenty year* ago, considered themselves very privileged and free when they permitted 
employer* to be harassed and driven and threatened for their benefit. nThey didn't see that they wete next on the 
list for regimentation; l ater, they tried to protest. You know what happened to them* It is about to happen 
to the farmers, so make up your mind to that. 

"Soldier*, armed with guns and clubs, patrolled the almost silent streets. Over twelve yean ago 
the Military had replaced the police, with directives or with violence. The police had resisted manfully tfpr 
a time, for, in the main, they were simple and honest men, and had believed in what they had learned in 
their school*, However, 'for reasons of security, * their piteous attempts at independence had been crushed, 

"Tor reason* of security,' reflected Durant. The jargon of the despot*. The people had listened, and for 
some years they had had the strength and the power to revolt. They had not done so. The hell with the jn, 
thought Durant, and he looked at the passing multitudes with detestation and would not let hincelf try to dis¬ 
cover If here and there there might ge the face of a man."

But there had been a minority, it was the cynicism, the absence of char¬ 
acter and resolution among the majority of the profession which had reduced It to a slave service. "

THANKS TO THE PROMPT action of the physicians in the State* S.B. 312 was shelved F0 R THIS 
YEAR. This means that the bill will come up under a new number next session and probably* as 
the Short-Doyle Bill* re-written* However, when Mils are re-written It means little in our favor* 

It usually means the proponents of the bill found ways to make it stronger and more binding, 

YOUR PHYSICIAN must be warned that danger is lurking on a national scale on this bill and that It 
has already been planned In all States. An article in the Good Housekeeping for June will give full 
details on die way the socialized medical bills are planned for the entire country* Only an alert 
lobbyist can detect these dangers in legislation presented to our Representatives* and it would ap¬ 
pear that our present lobbyists are not too capable, or not too aware of tbe dangers in socialized 
medicine, II they are really opposed to socialized medicine for the United States they keep it too 
well disguised to be effective* Physicians are not warned to medical magazines of pending legisla¬ 
tion and die dangers lurking In the various bills , 

SINCE YOUR PHYSICIAN was instrumental in getting this bill stopped for this session* be sure you 
now warn Mm the trend this kind of legislation usually takes * These people PUSHING this socialized 
medical plot never rest and these bills will be brought up again and again until they become law*

1946, While we have had the vital pans of this bill tor some time, it was the interesting testimony 
which sold the bill that should interest you. This organization, the American Public Relations Forum, 
Inc., has been accused of seeing communists in everything whin we intimate they ore In the mental 
health movement. After careful study of the legislation one hods that only the communists stand 
to gain under it, so there must be a few of them in It* and they are never In anything without explicit 
orders from Moscow. So who do you think sold the original bUL did moat of the leg work that for 
back? Two of the most "liberal" men in the House and Senate, Senator Claude Pepper and Congress¬ 
man Vim Marctatfuio, la case you do not remember these two characters we will quote from a few 
periodicals as to their background and activities; 

"NEW YORK TIMES, October I, 1945* quoting Senator Claude Pepper; 

"Tor nearly an hour on the evening of September 14, I talked with Generali esomo 
Stalin In the Kremlin. That Is a great experience, tor as you alt across the table from 
him you know you are privileged to talk with the single most powerful man in the world . . . 
1 told the Generallssamo that he was greatly admired In the United States and often fn 
the moat cordial manner is referred to as "Unde joe." He smiled and said that he did 
not know what he had done to deserve such esteem but that be was very grateful to the 
American people and their good will toward him and (he Soviet Union. He then again 
expressed the deep gratitude of the Soviet Union for what America bad done to aid Russia 
against the Nazis and for the deposition on the part of the United States to help Russia 
to recover from the devLstatioas of war and to get on her feet again economically/ 11 

"NBWSWEEJC," September 30, 1946, page 29:

"Symphony in Pink: While the Tnrmao, Wallace, Byrnes affair boiled Into 
eruption the long-freed, somberly dressed Pepper was drafting chapters of 
a book on foreign policy* . » He had completed one cross-oountry speedi- 
making swing, principally os the guest of the National Citizens Political 
Action Committee and the pinker Independe nt Citizens Committee of the Arts.

Mr. Marcantonlo *0 speeches In Congress on any subject touching the party 
or Soviet Russia have read like so many editorials from the New York Daily Worker, 
and Indeed for at least 15 years he has publicly followed no line save that of the Communists. 

Testimony THAT SOLD THB BILL : You will recognize the same pattern today, always playing 
on the sympathy of the sentimental American who will go all out for any charity without ever Looking 
into the people handling the money for the charity to see if It Is being used for the purposes (t Is 
given for. 

CONGRESSMAN SABATH of Illinois was one of the bleeding hearts for this legislation. His testimony 
on the floor of the Hous; of Co ogress stated in part: 

"Already the Government, through the Public Health Service, has given splendid 
service which has been of incalculable benefit to needy and suffering citizens, and 
certainly has tended to mitigate the serious conditions found in recruiting men for 
the armed services. This bill will enlarge the activities of the Public Health Service 
and extend its beneficent activities Into the field of mental hygiene." 

THIS PROVES THAT not only was the United States Public Health Service declaring soldiers unfit 
for service under rules laid (town by them but also that the Liberal Congressmen and Senators KNEW 
exactlv what they were doing and the full extent of the legislation. If you have the Mental Health Kit 
Issued by this organization, refer to pamphlet no 1, Pacts on Mental Health, to see how they worked 
during that period on our service men. using them for guinea pigs for experimental purposes.

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*1 cannot fall to give proper credit to another untiring member of the sub-committee 
which considered this bill, the gentleman from New York. Mr. Marcantonlo, who 
contributed greatly to the favorable consideration given. 

"This bill should have the unanimous support of the House, Mr. Speaker. 1 am 
sure that not even those gentlemen who customarily rise to object to all measures 
which seem to put the Federal Government tnto a position of helping the States and 
local units can find grounds tor oppos ing this humanitarian measure which will en¬ 
rich medical and psychological knowledge ..." 

IT WAS Vr THIS.TTME THEY began using their phony statistics to sell this Infamous legislation. 

Congressman Priest, another Congressman highly praised by Saba lb stated: 


"... 1 shall not take time to discuss in any detail the background of this problem 
that has been brought into sharp focus because of war conditions. We found that dur¬ 
ing the war L 600.000 men were rejected between the ages of 18 and 37 by the military 
{ services largely because of some neurotic condition or mental disturbance. We find 
; also that many 'thousands Were later discharged from both the Army and Navy and 
• the other branches of the armed ter vices because of mental disturbances .... 
i Mr. Chairman, tt is rather alarming to learn from statistics - it was to me - that 
I more chan half of the hospital beds in the country today are occupied by mental patients." 


SENATOR TAFT was fooled by the legislation and objected only that it was a Federal grant, but an 
interesting objection was given by Congressman Knutson. He stated: (with tounge in cheek)

' "The national debt ts now approaching the saturation point. There is not a <5tate 
treasury but what Is Infinitely better situated than the Federal Government. It 
seems to me that the time has come when we should begin drawing on the States."

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THE MOST INTELLIGENT objection was made by Congressman Smith from Ohio, He stated: 

*Mr. Chairman, in the 2 minutes I have at my disposal. I cannot say what I would 
like to say on this bill. 1 have hastily read It and have hardly more than glanced 
at the hearings but one does not need to devote much time to the study of this men' 
sure to see what it Is, It Is one more of the many bills that have been coming be¬ 
fore this congress to ^OOA CI 2E MEDICINE IN THE United <*ates. ft proposes 
to establish research faculties for the study of mental diseases, I am not a psy¬ 
chiatrist, though anhone who practices medicine must know something about men¬ 
tal diseases. I venture to assert that there Is not a Member of tilts House who 
understands tills measure and the Implications that are Involved In It. It should 
be defeated and 1 hope that the day will come when measures of this kind, whi dh 
cannot be understood except by long study and firsthand experience, will no lunger 
be brought to this floor for consideration. I know with the attitude that prevails 
in Congress that this Is wishing for a great deal. 

ANOTHER OBJECTION CAME from Congressman GWynne of Iowa: 

‘’Under the Constitution we have a dual system of government. We have first the 
Federal Government with almost unlimited powers in the national field. Then, 
we have under that the State governments, having pretty much unlimited power 
within certain fields. I know there Is a lot of cynicism about States rights, and 
yet States rights, as we understand it In this country. Is simply the practical ap¬ 
plication of the principle of local government, upon which the Anglo-Saxon type of 
government has always tested, 

“Years ago, when we bad die first grant-in-aid program, some citizen challenged 
it in the courts. He claimed that no State had the right to give up powers vested In 
the 5tate by the Constitution, simply because It got some money from the Federal 
Government. That case went to the Supreme Court of the United States, and the 
Court would not Interfere. So-now, Mr. Chairman, where does that leave us7 That 
leaves us right in tills Congress the power to destroy this Government because there 
is no limit upon this grant-in-aId program except the limit we put upon It. t

FOR OUR LAST MAILING the printers bill came to Just under 56.000, and the stamp bill JL 800, 

We felt It was worth going all out to notify the doctors of the dangers in S.B. 212. They were able 
after getting the Information to get the bill shelved temporarily. Their response was prompt in 
many ways, but they failed to donate enough to pay our bills. We received approximately 51.000, 
the largest check amounting to $25,00. Over two hundred replied asking for information as to the 
personnel of the organization, declaring they could not donate to a group whose background they did 
not know. The merit of the work seemed to interest them very little. We have been known pretty 
well in Sacramento and by the medical lobbyist there and have been in existence for approximately 
IS years. Cur principles have not changed from the day we organized to support Constitutional Gov¬ 
ernment.
